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FINANCING MUNICIPAL WATER SUPPLY ENTERPRISES.

As most of you know, in the Department of Corporations and Taxation 
we are dealing with the municipality as such and not specializing, as you do, 
ina particular department. For that reason I find that frequently our ideas 
necessarily run counter on certain projects. There are, however, certain 
things which seem to me might be worked out for the benefit of all. 

What I allude to are the statutes relating tg the establishment of water 
supplies. As they are now found in the General Laws they are incomplete 
to the extent that it is impossible to establish a municipal water supply 
without special legislation. Special legislation must be sought to do the 
thitlgs that are necessary for a complete and satisfactory water supply 
system, and as a result many conflicting laws are passed. 

‘ A perusal of the special acts for water supply convinces one that many 
of these acts have been drafted without any thought of the rights of those 
who should be entitled to consideration. An illustration of this may be 
found in instances where a town, district, or private corporation has se- 
cured by legislation water rights which extend into another town. Subse- 
quently, if the other town should desire to establish a water supply system, 
it finds that the available supply has already been taken and that it can 
secure such supply only by paying, in many cases, an exorbitant price to 
use what is rightfully its own. 

But few instances can be cited where payment has been made for 
water rights, the only expense to the holder of such rights being incidental 
charges incurred in obtaining maps and plans to present to a legislative 
committee for the purpose of obtaining legislation which would give per- 
petual rights to a certain water supply. The magnitude of such projects 
frequently is not appreciated for years. In following the legislation for 
the past fifteen years, my attention has been drawn to some remarkable 
cases which might be called farsightedness or sharp business practice on 
the part of those obtaining the legislation, but in my opinion such practices 
cannot be condemned too strongly.

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A municipal water supply is a recognized public service enterprise and 
should be conducted on sych a basis. By a municipal enterprise, I mean 
one that is operated for the benefit of the municipality and not one in name 
only which may be under the direction of three persons called commis- 
sioners, who are a law unto themselves and who deny the right of the 
voters to have any voice as to how the enterprise shall be operated. It 
happens frequently that the only right the voter appears to have is the 
privilege of paying bills contracted in excess of revenue raised by service 
charges. 

Briefly, I will give my opinion relative to the financing of water supply 
systems, leaving the discussion of water supply debt to be taken up later. 

In all cases, water commissioners should be subject to rules and regu- 
lations fixed by the voters. Rates should be charged to every water taker 
and should include hydrant service and service in public buildings. The 
revenue received should be appropriated by the municipality for the main- 
tenance and operation of the plant, and for interest and debt charges on 
account of such plant. No portion of revenue should be used to reduce 
taxation beyond the amount contributed by taxation to maintain and 
operate the plant, to pay interest and debt charges on account of the plant, © 
or to offset the amount the, municipality might receive as taxes if the plant 
were privately owned. I firmly believe that water income should be con- 
trolled by the appropriating body and that the limitations above described 
should be applied to its use. 

“ Appropriating revenue ” does not mean that the appropriating Body 
should in any case be authorized to absorb any surplus revenue which may 
accrue, because, as I have specifically stated, I believe that revenue should 
be reserved for the water supply service; and in case there is a surplus in 
any given year, it should be held for further supply. If it should develop 
that the surplus is accumulating to an unreasonable amount, the rates 
should be proportionately reduced. We have such a provision in many of 
our special acts. 

Extension of service should be carefully considered, and when a large 
amount of such work is to be done, a guarantee should be required which 
would insure an annual income for ten years equal to ten per cent. of the 
cost of the extension. Thus the cost to the municipality at the end of that 
time would be the cost of supplying water through this service for that 
period. 

I am not going to argue that I have the right percentage, although it 
seems reasonable. It is absolutely essential, however, that some check be 
placed upon a municipality that finds it a popular thing to extend a water 
main for a half mile to give service to some agreeable gentleman who is a 
glib talker, the municipality being able to make the extension because the 
people who are going to pay the bills are not fully informed as to what it 
is costing. If a guarantee provision could be worked out which would 
insure against what I think may properly be termed ‘‘a raid upon the 
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treasury,” we would have much less difficulty in handling actually neces- 
sary problems. 

The life of the plant and the period loans should run are questions 
upon which a great difference of opinion exists. From an engineer’s stand- 
point, the life of the plant is the basis of his calculations. This may be an 
important factor, but I would couple with it certain other factors which 
seem to me to be vital. Few engineers recommend pipes that will be ade- 
quate for a growing community. A pipe which is too small to furnish 
adequate water supply is as useless as one that is entirely worn out. A 
supply of pure water is becoming annually a more expensive proposition. 
It often happens that when a system is installed, the supply is adequate, 
but in a few years an additional supply is needed or the old supply needs 
purification, the result being that we never can say we really own anything. 
It is true we can keep a few jumps ahead of the sheriff, but the tax-gatherer 
surely has an eye on the man who, in the last analysis, is responsible. If a 
bond is due and unpaid, the plant is not taken, but a tax is immediately 
assessed, which is another way of taking private property. After all, there 
is no such thing as private property, for the power to tax is the power to 
destroy, and no one questions the right of a municipality to tax privately 

owned property. 

Establishing a water supply system invariably means taxation to a 
limited extent, and this is not as unfair as it appears, for the conveniences 
supplied give the property taxed an increment unearned, and it is, therefore, 
a benefit to the entire community. 

To determine the amount that should be levied directly on property is 
a difficult matter. I have previously stated how I believe water revenue 
should be applied. It seems to me that in our smaller communities if a 
person cannot afford to pay ten cents a day for all the water needed for the 
family, he should be forced to draw the water from a well or carry it from 
the river or brook. If this should produce more revenue than is actually 
needed, the rate should be proportionately reduced. Every annually 
recurring municipal expense should be met from current revenue and. this 
applies to water supply systems. 

I have been criticized frequently for the stand taken on the five-year 
provision of law which relates to borrowing for water mains extension. 
This is the best legislation we could get, but I regret to say that the law 
has been abused more than it has proved a hardship. Such a law, how- 
ever, is necessary for the operation of plants in our small communities 
and should not be repealed just because the permit is abused by some. 
If this were done with all our laws, the General Laws would be greatly 
reduced. 

The fifteen and twenty-year borrowing authority has my unqualified 
approval, and while I have seen abuse of the privilege granted since the 
enactment of these laws, the fault is with the municipality and not with 
the law. 
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I am a firm believer in the pay-as-you-go policy, and this should apply 
to water supply as well as to the schoolhouse; pay-as-you-go should apply 
to all annually recurring costs. As to the annually recurring water renewal 
expense, — I believe that it is possible to determine an approximate figure. 
It is my experience that too many of our municipalities have purchased or 
established systems, spreading the debt over a full thirty-year period, and 
long before the last bond is paid, they find that their whole system needs 
to be reconstructed or rebuilt. 

Annually recurring costs, whether for maintenance or extensions, should, 
in my opinion, be included in rates which are charged for service. I am not 
unmindful of the fact, as you will say, that posterity is going to benefit by 
this plan. Probably it will; I hope it will. But posterity is also going to 
inherit numerous charges, the origin of which long since has gone into de- 
cay; so do not lose sight of the fact that it will have some troubles of its 
own without bearing all of ours on its back. 

There was a time when I was opposed to the establishment of fire dis- 
tricts or water supply districts, as you may call them. Long since, how- 
ever, I have been convinced that it is the only practical way of furnishing 
water to the more densely settled sections of our towns. From my obser- 
vations, it appears that even though a town may secure legislation for and 
establish a water supply system, some of the citizens, who were not inter- 
ested in the project and who are not served by the system, will be dis- 
gruntled when the first tax bill is received; and the future success of the 
water supply system will be handicapped. To offset this difficulty, it 
seems to me that district organization is the practical and logical plan. 

Many of these districts, I fear, at the outset try to fool themselves by 
figuring how long they can escape a tax and how low a rate they can fix. 
As already stated, I personally believe that it is not unreasonable to follow 
the ten-cent-a-day program, but there are few municipalities which would 
think of assessing an annual rate of $36. On the other hand, how much 
time does it take, with a little old Ford, to drive four miles and load up with 
three or four barrels of water to take care of your needs when you get home 
from work the next evening? Just that thing is being done in this Com- 
monwealth in many, many places. It seems to me, therefore, that, if the 
facts were placed before the people and they realized what they were obtain- 
ing, there would be little difficulty, for they would consider the service 
well worth a fixed charge. 

Another problem that is facing some of us in attempting to discuss 
the water supply question is, how a very small community, though reason- 
ably thickly populated, may obtain water from an adjoining municipality 
or district. It seems to me that, in certain cases where an old or parent 
district has established its plant and is on a going basis, an adjoining dis- 
trict might well obtain water therefrom and be charged a certain special 
rate to offset some of the benefits it will enjoy which have been met and 
paid for by those in the original district. If such charges are not made, 
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it will be impossible to get a vote through a district meeting which will 
provide for necessary extensions into an adjoining territory. There have 
been one or two instances in Massachusetts where such extensions and 
charges have been made, and I sincerely hope that we may have others, 
because by this means there will be justice to all and, at the same time, 
water, which is greatly needed and can be supplied only by some such 
scheme, will be furnished. : 

Going back to the use of revenue, — a subject which I think causes the 
greatest argument in my office, — I find conditions that most of you, I am 
sure, would condemn just as strongly as I do. I am arguing for an ap- 
propriation basis, because I believe it ought to be possible for water de- 
partments to plan work definitely for the entire year instead of being 
obliged to work from hand to mouth, as is the case in many instances. I 
could cite to you a city, now working on its revenue without an appropria- 
tion, which, if the law were to be enforced as it should be enforced, would 
have to shut down its water works by July of every year. It is unfair to 
ask the taxpayer to furnish money to carry on a given work if he has abso- 
lutely no say as to the manner in which the money is to be expended. 

I have no fault to find with water commissioners, as such; I do find 
fault with the system which has grown up. I firmly believe that the plant 
itself would be benefited greatly if it were known just how much money was 
going to be available. If more revenue is produced by the operation of 
the plant than is needed, this additional revenue, as previously stated, 
should be reserved for the department. Some time ago when the question 
was raised as to whether the city of Boston should benefit to the extent of 
three or four hundred thousand dollars from water rates to reduce taxation, 
it appeared: to me as not being entirely unreasonable. The fact is that the 
city of Boston has probably sixteen to twenty million dollars’ worth of 
property which, if privately owned, would produce more taxes than would 
be offset by the contribution of the three or four hundred thousand dollars 
which it was proposed to use from water revenue to reduce the tax rate. 

I think that the same principle applies in many cases. A number of 
municipalities have decreased their debt to almost the vanishing point. 
In many other cases we find that water supply debts are constantly in- 
creasing, and I believe they will necessarily continue to increase. The 
additional difficulty and cost in obtaining a proper supply will cause our 
water debts to increase, notwithstanding that many of the original plants 
may be entirely paid for. 

For that reason I think that the fifteen-year statute enacted in 1923, 
applicable to the laying and relaying of mains of six inches or more in diame- 
ter, is in keeping with the needs of the times; and that twenty years for 
reservoirs and standpipes is quite satisfactory. I do not contend that 
these periods correspond with the life of the object for which the debt is 
created. I do, however, contend that they coincide more nearly with 
that portion of the pay-as-you-go principle which requires annually recur- 
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ring costs to be placed in the tax rate; and the tax rate in water supply is 
the water rate. 

There is just one more thought on the question of debt as affecting 
districts which may cause trouble. As you know, some few years back the 
ruling was that where the Legislature had granted special authority to 
borrow a given amount for a given purpose, there could be no borrowing 
under the provisions of the General Law. That was cured in 1913 by an 
amendment to the General Laws which specified that when special au- 
thority to borrow is given, it shall not prevent a city or town from borrow- 
ing under any other provision of law granting such authority. There is, 
however, a question whether this particular authority applies to districts. 
I believe that it was in 1915, soon after the enactment of the law authoriz- 
ing the certification of district notes, that it was found that there was no 
general law authorizing districts to borrow money; and we therefore went 
to the Legislature and sought a revision of the law, which was happily 
granted, so that districts today are on exactly the same footing as cities 
and towns so far as their authority to expend money is concerned. This 
other point, however, is not entirely clear, and I am of the opinion that 
the General Laws should be amended so as to include districts as well as 
cities and towns, and thus eliminate any possible question. 

I am sorry to say that there is nothing particularly new which I can 
add, and I have no definite suggestions relative to new statutes other than 
to say that I would like to see the General Laws so amended as to cover 
the right to establish rates for furnishing water for both domestic and fire 
purposes, so that it would not be necessary to go to the Legislature every 
time a waver supply system is to be established. I have known towns or 
districts to attempt to establish water systems under the General Laws, 
but eventually they had to come to the Legislature before they could 
really operate. It seems to me that there is no good reason, with the 
safeguards that now surround water supply systems, why the provisions of 
General Law should not be so amended as to permit the establishment of a 
complete water supply system without special legislation. 
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A DISCUSSION OF THE LAW GOVERNING THE TAKING OF 
PRIVATE PROPERTY.

The power of eminent domain as it exists in such of the States as have 
not curtailed the authority of the legislature by specific constitutional 
restrictions upon the exercise of the power, is the power of taking or author- 
izing the taking of any property within the jurisdiction of the State for the 
public use, upon the payment of just compensation, determined by an 
impartial tribunal. 

Although the phrase “‘ eminent domain ” was unknown in England at 
the time of the settlement of the American colonies, and is rarely used in 
England even now, the power itself was well known an@ recognized. Not 
only was private property taken for highways and sewers, but in 1544 the 
corporation of the City of London. was granted power by Parliament to 
enter upon and appropriate private property for the purpose of supplying 
the city with water, and provision was made for compensation, determined 
by appraisers appointed by the Chancellor. The power of eminent domain 
was carried over to New England by the earliest settlers as part of the 
common law of England. As early as 1639 we find statutes both in Plym- 
outh and Massachusetts Bay authorizing the laying out of highways 
through private land, with provision for the assessment of damages; and 
long before the Revolution, mill acts authorizing the exercise of eminent 
domain or a similar power, in order to enable a mill-owner to set back water 
upon private lands of other owners, were in force in most: of the colonies. 

But although eminent domain was exercised freely and frequently in 
Massachusetts during its existence as colony, province, and State, it was 
not until three hundred years after the settlement of Plymouth that a gen- 
eral eminent domain law was put in force prescribing a uniform procedure 
for the taking of property for public use and for the assessment of damages 
therefor. 

Previous to 1921 the law of eminent domain could be stated com- 
prehensively only by piecing together a multiplicity of detached and un- 
related statutory provisions. The most important fragments were found 
in the statutes relating to the laying out of highways, and while these 
statutes contained much that was obsolete, and took for granted much 
unwritten law founded on what had always been done, and referred to the 
railroad statutes for at least one important step, on the whole they contained 
a reasonably comprehensive system for taking land for highway purposes.

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The statutes relating to railroads contained a different system for the taking 
of land for railroad purposes, and throughout the statute-books, in the 
chapters relating to parks, sewers, schools, street railways, electric lighting, 
and the like, could be found provisions, many of them inadequate and 
obscure, establishing the procedure for the taking of land for the particular 
purpose to which the chapter was devoted. 

The hundreds of special statutes authorizing the exercise of eminent 
domain, in which are included all the statutes authorizing the taking of 
waters for a public water supply, either contained in themselves sections 


which attempted to prescribe the procedure, or stated tersely that the 


procedure should be that laid down in the statutes relating to highways, 
so far as the same were applicable. It is hard to say which class of statutes 
caused the most confusion; for the special statutes rarely contained a 
sufficiently comprehensive mode of procedure to cover all questions likely 
to arise; while on the other hand there are fundamental distinctions between 
land and water, between highways and water works, which made it a de- 
batable question just how far statutes designed for highway lay-outs were 
applicable to water fakings. Such questions as the point of time when the 
taking occurred, whether on the filing of a paper in the Registry of Deeds 
or the actual diversion of the water, consumed the time of the courts, and 
the confused state of the law frequently resulted in the loss of valuable 
rights by property owners on the one hand, or failure on the part of the 
public authorities to effectuate a valid taking on the other. To add to the 
confusion, most city charters contained special provisions as to eminent 
domain, and no one knew with any certainty how far these provisions 
superseded the requirements contained in the general laws. 

It was not much more than ten years ago that it came to be realized 
that the confused condition of the eminent domain law was not an unavoid- 
able evil, and a movement originated with the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce to secure a reform and simplification of eminent domain procedure. 
Commissions were appointed by thc State to study and report, for several 
successive years; but there was much opposition on the part of local 
officials, who had learned by experience the procedure applicable to their 
respective cities and hated both to take the time to learn a new system and 
at the same time to give up the advantage which they had so long enjoyed 
over the ordinarily intelligent member of the bar, who could only grope 
blindly in the darkness if he attempted to deduce the system applied to a 
particular case by a mere study of law-books. At first, too, the reform was 
in the hands of men who had little practical knowledge of the subject. As 
a result, nothing tangible had been accomplished when the Commissioners 
who are appointed at periodic intervals to revise and codify the general 
laws of the Commonwealth took up their task in 1916. 

The Commissioners found the eminent domain law in such confusion, 
that it was impossible to codify it in its existing condition, and they accord- 
ingly engaged counsel to draft an entirely new statute designed to embody 
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under one heading all the provisions as to eminent domain and to provide 
a uniform procedure applicable to all cases. The mistake was not made of 
attempting to engraft upon our law a new and unfamiliar system, but a 
system based upon the best that could be found among the conflicting pro- 
visions in our own familiar law was devised. 

As a result, the new eminent domain law prepared for the Commission 
to Consolidate the Laws was enacted by the Legislature of 1918 and went 
into effect with the rest of the codification in 1921 as Chapter 79 of the 
General Laws, and has now been in force for nearly four years, with sin- 
gularly little friction or confusion. 

It is not, however, universally understood by those who have not 
actually had occasion to apply the law just what Chapter 79 does and what 
it does not attempt to do. In the first place, it establishes a uniform and 
universal procedure in all eminent domain cases, whether under general or 
special law. In other words it prescribes what shall be done to effectuate 
a taking of property for public use, and what steps shall be taken to de- 
termine the compensation to be paid. All provisions in earlier statutes as 
to procedure, whether under general or special laws, are repealed, and the 
uniform procedure laid down in the new statute is substituted. All later 
statutes granting the power of eminent domain for a particular purpose 
merely state that the body politic or corporate to which the statute relates 
“may take under Chapter 79 such property as is necessary.” All other 
verbiage is unnecessary and is omitted. 

On the other hand the statute does not give any corporation, municipal 
or private, the right to exercise eminent domain. That :ight must be found 
in some other provision of law. Cities and towns are given the right to 
take land for municipal purposes by Chapter 40 of the General Laws; 
other bodies politic or corporate are given the right by other statutes, 

general or special. The right to take waters for a public water supply has 
never been delegated to cities and towns or to private water companies by 
any general legislative authority: the Legislature has always reserved 
control over the streams and bodies of water available for public water 
supply and has granted the right to take such waters only by special act 
in particular cases when the necessity has been shown. Chapter 79 does 
not change this situation: to take water belonging to others for a public 
water supply one must have first a special statute giving him the authority, 
and then, whether his statute was enacted before or after 1918; whether it 
contains procedural provisions or does not, in either event the procedure 
mapped out in Chapter 79 and no other must be followed, both in making 
the taking and in the determination of damages. 

The procedure established by Chapter 79 originates with an order of 
taking adopted by the board of officers having authority in the premises, 
which must describe the property taken and the purpose for which it is to 
be used. This order must be recorded in the appropriate registry of deeds 
within thirty days, and, upon the recording of the order, title to the property 
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taken vests in the body politic or corporate on behalf of which the taking 
is made, and the right to damages vests in the owner of the property taken. 
When a taking is made by the State or a political subdivision of the State, 
the board which made the taking estimates and awards the damages as a 
matter of course, and without petition of the parties interested; when a 
taking is made by a railroad corporation, the county commissioners award 
the damages, and when the taking is by any other class of private corpora- 
tions the damages are awarded by the board of aldermen in a city, or the 
selectmen in a town. In any event the award is not binding upon the 
owner or in case of a taking by a private corporation upon the corporation, 
and application may be made for a trial in court, which if either party 
requests it must be by jury. 

The provisions as to notice of the taking to be given to the owner of 
property were designed to protect both the owners and the body politic 
or corporate making the taking. Notice by registered mail or otherwise 
may be sent the owner immediately after the taking, and if he receives the 
notice, he has one year from the date of the recording of the order of taking 
to apply to the court for damages; if, however, he is not notified of the 
taking he may apply for damages any time within six months after physical 
possession of his property has been taken or he has otherwise suffered actual 
injury in his property. 

The statute contains adequate provision to meet the difficulties which 
arise when there are different interests in the property taken and when there 
are mortgages and liens on the property, and to provide for interest and 
costs, and for the settlement of contested cases and for abandonment of 
property taken by eminent domain, which provisions need not now be gone 
into at length. 

It will be remembered that prior to the enactment of Chapter 79 some 
statutes authorizing the construction of public improvements allowed 
compensation to all persons whose property was damaged, while others 
limited the compensation to those whose property was taken. This is a 
question of legislative policy, to be decided by the Legislature in each case 
and for each class of public improvements, ‘and the eminent domain law 
does not attempt to make the practice uniform in this respect. It does, 
however, define the measure of damage in either case, and, if it is desired 
in a new statute to allow compensation to all persons damaged, it is sufficient 
for the statute to provide that any person damaged in his property may 
recover his damages under Chapter 79. 

The statute has thus not only simplified and unified the procedure in 
eminent domain and provided one definite place where all the law on the 
subject can be found, but it has dispensed with a vast amount of unnecessary 
verbiage in the many special statutes which are enacted each year authoriz- 
ing the exercise of eminent domain for particular public improvements. 

In applying the eminent domain law to the taking of waters for a public 
water supply, the most essential point to be determined in each case is the 
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character of the body of water which it is proposed to divert, and the 
existence or non-existence of private rights therein. Under the laws of 
Massachusetts the public owns the bed of a river only so far as the ebb and 
flow of the tide is felt, although there is a public right of navigation as far 
upstream as the river is navigable in fact; but ponds of more than ten acres 
in area, the so-called ‘“‘ great ponds,” are the property of the public. The 
diversion of water from a stream or pond for the purposes of a public water 
supply is undoubtedly the taking of property; but it is not the taking of 
private property for which compensation must be paid unless the water 
which is diverted is private property. One who builds his home next to 
the country estate of a man of large means may for many years enjoy a 
pleasing prospect which enhances the value of his land; but if his wealthy 
neighbor finally cuts down his trees and devotes his land to manufacturing . 
purposes or covers it with unattractive tenement houses, although the 
value of the adjacent land may be cut in half, no legal injury which the law 
will redress is inflicted. Similarly, one who builds his home on the border 
of the public domain may for many years enjoy a great advantage from his 
location, both from the prospect, light and air, and if the public domain in 
question happens to be a pond, from boating on and swimming in the pond, 
or from using it as a convenient means of disposing of the drainage of his 
land. But the pond is public property and it is for the Legislature to decide 
how the use of the pond will best serve the public needs. If such is an 
engineering possibility, the Legislature may direct that the pond be filled, 
and a state prison or hospital erected where the pond once stood: the 
owners of the bank might see the value of their lands disappear, but they 
would have no greater claim for compensation than if a private neighbor 
ceased to devote his land to a use which conferred benefit to adjacent land. 
So also the Legislature may devote a great pond to the purpose of a public 
water supply, and forbid the owners from using the water for boating or 
bathing, or from allowing their cattle to wade into it, or from allowing 
drainage from their land to enter it; or the Legislature may cause the water 
to be drawn down so that the prospect is less attractive; but no legal rights 
of the riparian owner,are violated and his property is not taken in the con- 
stitutional sense so as to entitle him to compensation. 

But if a pond is of an area of less than ten acres, or if, though of more 
than ten acres, it was granted to private owners prior to 1647 (when the 
ordinance making “ great ponds ” public property was enacted) or, in that 
part of the Commonwealth formerly constituting the Plymouth Colony, 
prior to 1696 (when the colonies of Plymouth and Massachusetts Bay were 
consolidated as the Province of Massachusetts Bay), the waters of the pond 
are the property of the riparian proprietors and cannot be taken as a public 
water supply without compensation. . 

Inasmuch as the ponds and streams were deemed of great importance 
in the early days of the colony, and many grants and conveyances were 
made with respect to them, the taking of water rights often makes nec- 
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essary an exhaustive study of early colonial grants and the subsequent 
chain of title, to determine whether anyone is entitled to compensation 
and, ifso, who. But this is rather a matter of the substantive law of waters 
and water rights, rather than of the law of eminent domain. 
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DISCUSSION OF HEALTH LAWS RELATING TO PUBLIC 
WATER SUPPLIES.

The Health Laws, so called, is the name generally given to those laws 
dealing with health matters in the Commonwealth and which are published 
by the Department of Public Health in manual form, in accordance with 
Section 24 of Chapter 111 of the General Laws. 

Most of the Health Laws relating to public water supplies in the State 
of Massachusetts were enacted subsequent to the year 1886 as a result of 
recommendations made under date of December 24, 1885, by the famous 
Massachusetts Drainage Commission which was created in the year 1884 
for the purpose of considering and reporting upon a general system of 
drainage for certain river valleys and to recommend measures as to sewage 
disposal and for the protection of the public water supplies of the cities and 
towns in these river valleys and other portions of the State. As a result 
of the recommendations of this Commission, the Engineering Division and 
the Division of Water and Sewage Laboratories of the Department of 
Public Health originated; but *t is unnecessary at this time to go into 
such history, as several such histories have been written and are available 
for reference. It should be mentioned, however, that an act, passed in 
the year 1886 (Chapter 274 of the Acts of 1886), provided that the State’ 
Board of Health 


“‘ shall have the general oversight and care of all inland waters and shall 
be furnished with maps, plans and documents suitable for this purpose, and 
records of all its doings in relation thereto shall be kept. It may employ 
such engineers and clerks and other assistants as it may deem necessary 
. . it shall also recommend legislation and suitable plans . . . as it may 
deem necessary for the preservation of the public health and for the puri- 
fication and prevention of pollution of the ponds, streams and inland waters 
of the Commonwealth . . . shall from time to time as it may deem expe- 
‘dient, cause examinations of the said waters to be made for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the same are adapted for use as sources of domestic 
water supplies or are in a condition likely to impair the interests of the 
public or persons lawfully using the same, or imperil the public health. It 
shall recommend measures for prevention of the pollution of such waters 
and for removal of substances and causes of every kind which may be 
liable to cause pollution thereof, in order to protect and develop the rights 
and property of the Commonwealth therein and to protect the public health. 
It shall have authority to conduct experiments to determine the best 
practicable methods of purification of drainage or disposal of refuse arising

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from manufacturing and other industrial establishments. For the purpose 
aforesaid it may employ such expert assistance as may be necessary. It 
shall from time to time consult with and advise the authorities of cities 
and towns, or with corporations, firms or individuals either already having 
or intending to introduce systems of water supply or sewerage, as to the 
most appropriate source of supply, the best practicable method of assuring 
the purity thereof or of disposing of their sewage, having regard to the 
present and prospective needs and interests of other cities, towns, corpora- 
tions, firms or individuals which may be affected thereby. It shall also 
from time to time consult with and advise persons or corporations engaged 
or intending to engage in any manufacturing or other business, drainage or 
refuse from which may tend to cause the pollution of any inland water, as 

to the best practicable method of preventing such pollution by the inter- 
ception, disposal or purification of such drainage or refuse: provided, that 
no person shall be compelled to bear the expense of such consultation or 
advice, or of experiments made for the purpose of this act. All such 
authorities, corporations, firms and individuals are hereby required to 
give notice to said board of their intentions in the premises, and to submit — 
for its advice outlines of their proposed plans or schemes in relation to 
water supply and disposal of drainage and réfuse. Said board shall bring 
to the notice of the attorney-general all instances which may come to its 
knowledge of omission to comply with existing laws respecting the pollution 
of water supplies and inland waters and shall annually report to the legis- 
lature any specific cases not covered by the provisions of existing laws, which 
in its opinion call for further legislation.” 


This and subsequent acts which have been incorporated in the present 
General Laws provide that the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health shall consult with and advise officers of towns and persons relative 
to water supply, examine sources of water supply, ascertain their purity, 
make rules and regulations and recommend measures to prevent their 
pollution, and secure the sanitary protection of such waters. The clothing 
of the Department of Public Health with these powers would not in itself, 
however, necessarily assure protection of our water supplies, and such laws, 
therefore, require that cities, towns, and others shall submit to the Depart- 
ment for its advice plans relative to proposed systems of water supply or 
for the disposal of drainage or sewage and provide for the protection of 
sources of water supply and prevent their pollution. 

Unlike laws in many States, the Massachusetts statutes give but few 
mandatory powers to its Department of Public Health but rather provide 
for its action in an advisory capacity which, in the opinion of many, has 
worked out to the best interests of the State. It has been necessary for 
the Department, in view of its advisory powers, to adopt a policy of educa- 
tion, or, in other words, indicate as a result of its experiments and experience 
to the various parties interested the way to preserve their supplies and to 
supply a water both safe and of good quality and adequate for domestic 
use. That this policy is acceptable to most of the municipalities of the 
Commonwealth is manifested by the constant increase in applications for 
advice received by the Department, and by the fact that at the present 
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time practically all legislation providing for the establishment of water 
supply and sewerage stipulates that the plans shall“be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Department of Public Health. 

Experience has shown that the water department officials who seek 
the advice of the Department appreciate receiving information relative to 
the laws under which they are operating, and for this reason the idea was 
conceived of consolidating, so far as possible, the Massachusetts Health 
Laws dealing with Public Water Supplies and to point out for the benefit 
of the membership of the New England Water Works Association certain 
applications of these laws which have been subjects of many inquiries for 
advice by the Department. 


PRESENTATION OF PLANS. 


Perhaps one of the most common misunderstandings is that concern- 
ing the approval of plans relative to proposed systems of water supply, 
although the General Laws specifically state that 


“Towns and persons shall submit to said Department (Department of 
Public Health) for its advice, their proposed system of water supply . . . 
and all petitions to the General Court for authority to introduce a system 
of water supply . . . shall be accompanied by a copy of the recommenda- 
tions and advice of said Department thereon.”’ 


In addition, most of the enabling acts under which water supplies are es- 


tablished, state to the effect that no source of water supply shall be intro- 
duced unless the plans for the same have been approved by the Department 
of Public Health. Briefly, therefore, it is essential in this State — 


lst. To have plans for a proposed system of water supply in the 
State of Massachusetts, approved by the Department of Public Health if 
the enabling act so states, and 

2nd. In either case the plans shall be submitted for the advice of 
the Department. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


The Department is very often consulted relative to rules and regula- 
tions which are about to be or have been adopted for preventing the pol- 
lution and for securing the sanitary protection of waters used as sources of 
public water supply. As has been previously stated, the Department has, 

‘under Section 160 of Chapter 111 of the General Laws, the authority to 
adopt such rules and regulations and up to the present time has, upon 
application, adopted rules and regulations for the water supplies of 60 mu- 
nicipalities, in addition to the sources of supply of the Metropolitan Water 
District. There is little question of the right of the Department to make 
such rules, as certain court decisions make such authority very clear. There 
is little question as to the advisability of such rules and regulations, as in 
many instances they have been the only safeguard for the protection of a 
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supply, especially where the purchase of lands and the construction of filters 
are out of the questidn, because of lack of sufficient funds. There is also 
little question as to the right of enforcement of these rules and regulations, 
as when properly adopted according to law, they are a part of the law and 
can be enforced when necessary. In their enforcement, however, a water 
department should bear in mind that the property-owner’s rights are to be 
protected and it may be necessary to purchase the offending property or, 
at least, pay for certain necessary improvements. 

There are two very important acts relative to such rules and regulations 
which must be performed according to the law, and they are: 


‘1st. The publication of the rules and regulations in a newspaper of 
the city or town in which the rules and regulations are to take effect or, if 
no newspaper is published in such city or town, the posting! of a copy ‘of 
such in a public place in such city or town. 

“2nd. An affidavit of such publication or posting by the person so 
doing shall be filed and recorded with a copy of the notice, in the office of 
the clerk of such city or town.” 


The attention of the Department has been called to two instances 
in the past few years of neglect in publishing and posting, as herein indicated, 
and the failure to filé the necessary affidavit. It might therefore facilitate 
matters considerably if the various water departments for whom rules and 
regulations are adopted would communicate in due time with the Depart- 
ment to the effect that they have been properly published or posted and 
that the necessary affidavit has been filed. 

Relative to boating and fishing on sources of water supply, those who 
have had rules and regulations adopted by the Department of Public 
Health will remember having a rule dealing with this subject. That rule 
gives to the Board of Water Commissioners the right to issue permits for 
boating and fishing, but the Department of Public Health has in a com- 
munication sent to the various water departments, under date of December 
14, 1920, advised against issuing permits on direct sources of water supply, 
so called. This communication reads as follows: 


“The question of allowing boating and fishing upon bodies of water 
used as public water supplies or tributary to such supplies is frequently 
brought before the Department of Public Health, and since there appears 
to be some variation in the interpretation of sanitary regulations touching 
this subject, the Department, after a consideration of all the circumstances, 
has deemed further advice necessary. 

‘“‘ Boating and fishing on reservoirs, lakes or ponds used as sources of 
public water supply leads to the pollution of such sources and is therefore 
a menace to the public health. Under some conditions the same is also 
true of bodies of water tributary to sources of water supply, — that is, of 
bodies of water which are used only indirectly. Some cities and towns 
have as a part of their water supply systems reservoirs or ponds which are 
held in reserve and used infrequently or in case of emergency, and. hence 
the menace varies in extent according to local conditions. 
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“* According to Section 112 of Chapter 75 of the Revised Laws, the 
Department of Public Health is given the oversight and care of all inland 
waters and all streams and ponds used as sources of water supply and of 
springs, streams and watercourses tributary thereto. According to Section 
113, it is authorized to make rules and regulations to prevent the pollution 
and secure the sanitary protection of all such waters used as sources of water 
supply. It is also authorized to delegate to local water boards the granting 
or withholding of permits required by such rules and regulations, subject 
to such recommendation and direction as the Department shall give from 
time to time. In the case of water supplies where no rules and regulations 
have been laid down, the matter of boating and fishing rests with the local 
authorities, subject, however, to such action as the Department of Public 
Health may take under Section 112. 

“ Legislation relating to the establishment of rules and regulations 
was enacted in 1897, but the delegation of authority to the local water boards 
to grant permits for boating and fishing was not definitely given to the State 
Board of Health until 1907. Between 1907 and 1918 the State Board of 
Health (later the State Department of Health and now the Department of 
Public Health) followed a regular procedure of delegating the authority 
to issue or refuse permits to the local water boards, advising them from 
time to time on request. The advice was usually adverse to the issue of 

rmits. 

“Tn 1918, when food conservation was being emphasized during the 
war, an increase in the granting of permits by local authorities came to 
the attention of the Department. There was also reported at that time a 
marked increase of unauthorized fishing in lakes and ponds used as sources 
of water supply. The Department of Public Health on February 19, 1918, 
believing that in war time there were additional reasons for safeguarding 
the water supply of the State, voted that boating and fishing should be 
prohibited on all sources of water supply. This included all sources of 
water supply, whether rules and regulations had or had not been made and 
approved by the Department of Public Health. A general recommenda- 
tion was thereupon issued to water departments and water companies that 
no permits be given for fishing in any body of water used as a source of 
public water supply from which water is taken directly for drinking, and 
that no fishing be permitted in tributary ponds or streams unless so advised 
by the State Department of Public Health and then only under such limi- 
tations and restrictions as the Department should recommend. 

“‘ The war having ended and questions regarding the subject of boating 
and fishing having again arisen, the Department of Public Health voted 
on July 3, 1919, to rescind its vote of February 19, 1918. This automati- 
cally restored the conditions which prevailed from 1907 to 1918 and was 
simply a return to the former status. Misunderstandings, however, arose 
among water board officials and persons who desired to secure permits, 
and the Department of Public Health held a conference at the State House 
on June 15, 1920, which was largely attended by representatives of many 
of the water departments of the towns and cities of the State. The general 
sentiment of those who spoke at this conference was strongly in favor of 
denying permits for boating and fishing and in favor of having the matter 
of granting or denying permits kept in the Department of Public Health 
rather than having it delegated to local authorities. 

“The status of boating and fishing in lakes and ponds used as sources 
of water supply is now as follows: 

“The power of granting or refusing permits for boating and fishing in 
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bodies of water used as sources of public water supply has been delegated 
by the Department of Public Health to the water boards of those cities and 
towns for which rules and regulations have been established, subject since 
1907 to the recommendation and direction of the Department of Public 
Health. In view of the facts above outlined, and the desire of the water de- 
partments as expressed at the conference noted above, but especially in 
view of the danger to the public health involved in boating and fishing upon 
reservoirs, lakes and great ponds used as sources of public water supply and 
the necessity of sanitary protection, the Department of Public Health at its 
meeting on October 19, 1920, voted as follows: 
‘For the sanitary protection of the public water supplies of 

the State, the State Department of Public Health recommends and 

advises that no permits whatever be given for boating or fishing 

on any body of water used as a source of public water supply from 

which water is taken directly for drinking or on any body of water 

kept as an auxiliary source, and that no boating or fishing be per- 
mitted in tributary sources, unless with the advice of this De- 
partment and then only under ‘such limitations and restrictions 

as the Department shall prescribe.’ 

““The Department. is prepared to consider promptly, upon applica- 
tion, the question of boating and fishing in bodies of water tributary to 
sources of public water supply and to advise as to proper limitations and 
restrictions of boating and fishing in such waters. 

‘‘ By order of the Department of Public Health.” 


ACQUIRING LANDs. 


Towns (including also cities), water supply and fire districts, duly 
established by law, according to Section 41 of Chapter 40 of the General 
Laws, may, with the consent and approval of the Department of Public 
Health, given after due notice and a hearing, take or acquire by purchase 
or otherwise, and hold any lands, buildings, rights of way and easements 
within the watershed of any pond, stream, reservoir, well or other water 
used by them as a source of water supply which the Department may 
deem necessary to protect and preserve the purity of the water supply. 
Similar rights have also been granted certain water departments in their 
enabling acts. Two things should be considered before acquiring such 
lands, viz.: 


1. Whether or not the right has been granted under the enabling act 
to make the taking, and 

2. If not granted such right, the steps necessary to take under the 
General Laws. 


In the first case, the town has only the right to make a taking such as 
is under discussion without a hearing before the Department of Public 
Health when its enabling act grants such right. If, however, the enabling 
act does not grant such rights ana «' > taking is made under the authority 
of the General Laws, the petition to the Department of Public Health 
should be made in due season to permit advertising the hearing to be held, 
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the holding of the hearing and for the Department to report its findings. 
It is also important that plans and a description of the property to be ac- 
quired accompany the petition. 


EMERGENCY TAKING OF WATER SUPPLY. 


A law which is of considerable importance, especially at the present 
time when so many sources of water supply are inadequate or rapidly 
becoming inadequate for the needs for which they were introduced, is that 
of Section 40, Chapter 40, of the General Laws. This law makes it pos- 
sible for a municipality to take, in cases of emergency, water from any 

brook, stream, river, lake, pond, or reservoir which is not already appro- 
priated to uses of a municipal water supply or to purchase water from any 
city, town, or water company for a period of not more than six months in 
one year, in such quantities as may be necessary to relieve the emergency; 
but no such purchase or taking can be made until after the Department of 
Public Health has approved the water as a proper source of water supply, 
and until such taking or purchase has first been authorized by a vote of the 
inhabitants at a town meeting. In this State many municipalities have 
already been advised by the Department of Public Health of the inade- 
quacy of their supplies, and in several cases in the past few years the De- 
partment has been petitioned relative to the use of certain emergency 
sources of supply. However, there are sources of water supply in other 
municipalities which, although they have sufficient storage available to 
prevent a depletion during droughts of short duration, would probably 
become inadequate during dry periods of more extended duration. 


Boarp oF Survey Laws. 


There is another set of laws which should again be brought to the 
attention of the members of this Association and which relate to water 
supply, as well as other municipal improvements. These are the so-called 
Board of Survey laws and were explained fully in a paper read before this 
Association at its meeting on October 1, 1919, by Bertram Brewer, former 
City Engineer of Waltham, and a former assistant engineer in the office of 
the Engineering Division of the Department of Public Health. 

The various water commissioners and superintendents are all aware of 
- the numerous land developments which originate in various parts of their 
municipalities and which often are so located that they cannot be supplied 
with water and other improvements except at a cost wholly incommen- 
surable with the revenue which would be received. The practice in general 
at the present time, relative to supplying these places with water, appears 
to be to supply such places either not at all or when a return on the invest- 
ment satisfactory to the water department is guaranteed by the proposed 
water takers. Section 77, Chapter 41, of the General Laws reads as follows: 


340 DISCUSSION OF HEALTH LAWS RELATING TO WATER SUPPLIES. 


‘“‘ If any person shall open for public travel any private way the loca- 
tion, direction, width, grades and plan of drainage of which have not pre- 
viously been approved in writing by the board of survey in the manner 
provided in said sections,* neither the city nor town nor other public 
authority shall place any public sewer, drain, water pipe, or light in, or do 
any public construction work of any kind, or make repairs, on such private 
way ; provided that this section shall not prevent the laying of a trunk sewer, 
drain, water or gas main if required by enginee xg necessities for the | 
accommodation of other territory.” 

It appears from the above that the policy for a water department is 
well outlined so far as laying mains in an unaccepted street is concerned 
and, in fact, to do so if the town has accepted this part of the General Laws 
would appear to be illegal. 

As matters now stand in many communities, many persons buying 
lots in these developments are apparently led to believe by those selling 
the lots that they will soon be supplied with water from the public supply 
and that sewers and other improvements will be extended to their property. 
These promises, which cannot be fulfilled, are usually later sources of em- 
barrassment to the public departments. Moreoever, many persons buy- 
ing such lots have no realization of the danger from pollution to wells 
located on such small lots and the inadequacy of such sources of supply. 
It is often the result when wells are so dug or driven in small plots of land 
in such communities, that their waters soon become polluted or go dry, 
all of which contributes to miserable public health conditions which affect 
not only the vicinity of the development but also the municipality itself. 
So far as can be determined, there is no way to prevent these land-develop- 
ment companies from selling such properties and, until more legislation 
is secured, the only method which appears possible to protect the mis- 
guided individuals from purchasing is, by the water departments and 
every other municipal department giving all the publicity possible to the 
effect that no public improvements can be given such communities until 
the streets are properly laid out and the financial return will warrant the 
expenditure of money necessary to supply these improvements. 

There are many other Health Laws which may be discussed, but the 
time allotted for this paper will not permit it, and space necessary for 
such a discussion would be prohibitive; it suffices to state that the Depart- 
ment of Public Health is ever ready to assist in any way under these laws 
it is permitted to do. 

For the convenience of the members of this Association, there is 
appended a copy of the principal Health Laws dealing with water supplies, 
and a digest of Acts and Resolves which deal with the water supplies in any 
particular municipality in this State. This digest should be sufficient to 
afford at least an idea as to what is covered by any particular act and re- 
solve and to simplify looking up such water supply legislation.

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MASSACHUSETTS LAWS RELATING TO THE FINANCING OF 
MUNICIPAL WATER WORKS. 


CHAPTER 44 OF THE GENERAL LAWS ENACTED DECEMBER 22, 1920. 


Section 8. Cities and towns may incur debt, outside the limit of indebtedness 
prescribed in section ten, for the following purposes and payable within the periods 
hereinafter specified : 


* * * * 


(3) For establishing or purchasing a system for supplying the inhabitants of a city 
or town with water, for the purchase of land for the protection of a water system, or for 
acquiring water rights, thirty years. 

(4) For the extension of water mains and for water departmental equipment, five 
years. 

* * 

(9) * 

Debts mentioned in clause (1) of this section shall be payable as provided for in 
sections four, five, six and seventeen. Debts for all other purposes mentioned in this 
section shall be payable within the periods above specified from the date of the first issue 
of bonds or notes on account thereof, and may be incurred in accordance with the laws 
relating to such purposes, so far as they are consistent with this chapter. Debts, except 
for temporary loans, may be authorized under this section only by a two thirds vote. 

Debts mentioned in clauses (3) and (4) of this section shall not be authorized to an 


amount exceeding ten per cent. of the last preceding assessed valuation of the city or town. 


CHAPTER 303 OF ACTS AND RESOLVES OF 1923. 


An ACT RELATIVE TO THE PURPOSES FOR WHICH CITIES AND TOWNS MAY INCUR DEBT 
OUTSIDE THE DEBT LIMIT. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

' Section 1. Section eight of chapter forty-four of the General Laws, as amended 
by section eleven of chapter four hundred and eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred 
and twenty-one, is hereby further amended by inserting after clause (3) the following 
new clauses: — 

(3a) For the construction of filter beds, standpipes and reservoirs, twenty years. 
(3b) For laying and relaying street water mains of six inches or more in diameter, 


fifteen years.

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Section 1. The taking of real estate or of any interest therein by right of eminent 
domain may be effected in the following manner: A board of officers upon whom au- 
thority to take real estate by eminent domain on behalf of any body politic or corporate 
has been conferred by law, having first complied with all the preliminary requirements 
prescribed by law, may adopt an order of taking, which shall contain a description of 
the land taken sufficiently accurate for identification, and shall state the interest therein 
taken and the purpose for which such property is taken, and in case such taking is for an 
improvement for which betterments may be assessed shall state whether betterments 
are to be assessed therefor. In case there are trees upon the land taken, or structures 
affixed thereto, the order of taking shall state whether the same are to be included in 
the taking, and, if they are not so included, shall allow the owner a reasonable time after 
the date of the order or after entry or possession to remove the same, to be specified in 
the order. 

Section 2. Where no other provision is made by law, a taking of land by eminent 

domain by or on behalf of the commonwealth shall be made by the governor and council, 
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a taking by or on behalf of a county by the county commissioners of such county, a taking 
by or on behalf of a city by the aldermen, a taking by or on behalf of a town by the 
selectmen, a taking by or on behalf of a district by its prudential committee, and a taking 
by or on behalf of a private corporation by its board of directors. 

Section 3. The board of officers by whom an order of taking has been adopted 
under section one shall within thirty days thereafter cause a copy thereof, signed by 
them or certified by their secretary or clerk, to be recorded in the registry of deeds of 
every county or district in which the property taken or any of it lies. The copy of an 
order of taking made under chapter one hundred and fifty-nine, one hundred and sixty 
or one hundred and sixty-one, by commissioners appointed thereunder to abolish grade 
crossings or by the department of public utilities, may be filed and recorded without 
the payment of any fee therefor. Upon the recording of an order of taking under this 
section, title to the fee of the property taken or to such other interest therein as has been 
designated in such order shall vest in the body politic or corporate on behalf of which 
the taking was made; and the right to damages for sucb taking shall thereupon vest in 
the persons entitled thereto unless otherwise provided by law; provided, however, that 
when a taking is made for the purpose of a highway or town way or for ditches or drains 
for draining the same, the right to damages shall not vest until such way, drain or ditch 
has been entered upon or possession thereof has been taken for the purpose of construct- 
ing the same, and if such entry is not made or possession teken within two years of the 
date of the order, the taking shall be void. 

Section 4. If land of a registered owner, or any right or interest therein, is taken by 
eminent domain, the board of officers by whom the taking is made shall file for registra- 
tion in the proper registry district a description of the registered land so taken, giving 
the name of each owner thereof, referring by number and place of registration in the 
registration book to each certificate of title, and stating what estate or interest in the land 
is taken, and for what purpose. A memorandum of the right or interest taken shall be 
made on each certificate of title by the assistant recorder. If the fee simple of part 
of the registered land is taken a new certificate shall be entered to the owner for the 
land remaining to him after such taking. All fees on account of any memorandum of 
registration or entry of new certificates shall be paid by the body politic or corporate 
which takes the land. 

Section 5. No portion of a state institution shall be taken for a public way, canal, 
railroad or railway without leave of the general court specially obtained. No portion of 
a highway, public building or cemetery shall be taken for railroad purposes outside the 
limits of the route fixed for such railroad without the consent of the town in which the 
land sought to be taken is situated. No portion of the land taken for or held as a park 
by a town under chapter forty-five shall be taken or used for a public way, canal, railroad 
or railway, or for altering or widening the same, without the approval of the board 
having control of the public parks of such town. * No portion of a common or park dedi- 
cated to the use of the public, or appropriated to such use without interruption for a 
period of twenty years, shall be taken or used for a public way, canal, railroad or railway, 
or for altering or widening the same, except with the consent of the city or town in which 
such common or park is situated after public notice, given in the manner provided in 
cases of the laying out and alteration of highways, stating the extent and limits of the 
portion thereof proposed to be taken. Such consent shall be expressed by a vote of the 
inhabitants, if ten or more voters file a request in writing to that effect with the select- 
men or aldermen within thirty days after the publication of the notice; in the absence of 
such request, consent shall be presumed. In a city such vote shall be taken by ballot 
on a day appointed for the purpose by the aldermen, which may be the day of any 
election. Notice that such vote is to be taken with a statement of the question to be 
voted upon shall be given by the aldermen in the manner previded by law for giving notice 
of city elections, fourteen days at least before the day appointed therefor, and all pro- 
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visions of law relative to elections consistent herewith shall be applicable to such vote, 
and a certificate of the result shall be recorded by the city clerk. 

Section 6. When a taking is made on behalf of the commonwealth, or of a county, 
city, town or district the board by whom the taking is made shall, at the time when the 
order of taking is adopted, award the damages sustained by persons in their property 
by reason of such taking. Such damages shall be paid by the body politic or corporate 
on behalf of which the taking was made, unless other provision is made by law; but when 
a taking is made for the purposes of a highway or town way, or of a ditch or drain for 
draining the same, or for the purpose of abolishing a grade crossing under chapter one 

‘hundred and fifty-nine, the amount awarded shall not be payable until entry is made 
upon the land within the limits of the taking, or possession thereof is taken for the pur- 
pose of constructing such way, ditch or drain or for abolishing such grade crossing. 

Section 7. When a taking is made on behalf of a railroad corporation, the damages 
shall be awarded by the county commissioners of the county in which the land taken 
lies, upon the petition of such corporation or of any person entitled thereto, if filed within 
one year of the date when the taking is recorded. When the taking is made on behalf 
of a private corporation other than a railroad corporation the damages shall be awarded 
by the aldermen of the city, or the selectmen of the town, in which the land taken lies, 
upon the petition of such corporation or of any person entitled thereto, if filed within 
one year of the date when the taking is recorded; provided, that there shall be no award 
of the damages caused by the taking of land or other acts performed in the abolition or 
alteration of a grade crossing under chapter one hundred and fifty nine, but the amount 
of such damages may be agreed upon by the party primarily liable therefor and any 
person entitled thereto. A petition for an award of damages under this section may be 
filed in the office of the board having jurisdiction of the subject matter thereof at any ~ 
time within the period herein limited, but no petition shall be received or damages 
awarded under this section after a petition with respect to the same subject matter has 
been filed in the superior court under section fourteen. 

Srction 8. Immediately after the right to damages becomes vested, the board of 
officers who have made a taking under this chapter shall give notice thereof to every 
person whose property has been taken or who is otherwise entitled to damages on account 
of such taking. Such notice shall be in writing and shall describe in general terms the 
purpose and extent of the taking, and shall state the amount of damages, if any, awarded 
to the person to whom it is sent, or, if no damages have been awarded, the time within 
which he may petition for an award of the same, and in either case the time within which 
he may petition the superior court to determine his damages under section fourteen. 
Such notice may be served by personal service, or by leaving an attested copy thereof 
at the last and usual place of abode of the person to be notified if he is a resident of the 
commonwealth, by any person authorized to serve civil process, or notice may be given 
to persons within or without the commonwealth, by registered mail or other suitable 
means. Failure to give notice shall not affect the validity of the proceedings, or the 
time within which a petition for damages may be filed, except as provided by section 
sixteen. 

Section 9. When injury has been caused to the real estate of any person by the 
establishment, construction, maintenance, operation, alteration, repair or discontinuance 
of a public improvement which does not involve the taking of private property and he 
is entitled to compensation by law for such injury, if such establishment, construction, 
maintenance, operation, alteration, repair or discontinuance was effected by or in ac- 
cordance with a formal vote or order of the board of officers of a body politic or corporate 
duly authorized by law, the damages shall be awarded, determined and collected and 
notice of the order shall be given in the same manner as if there had been a taking of 
property on behalf of such body politic or corporate under section one. In case such 
establishment, construction, maintenance, operation, alteration, repair or discontinuance 
is an improvement for which betterments may be assessed, such vote or order shall state 
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whether betterments are to be assessed therefor. The damages shall be assessed as of 
the date when the vote or order is adopted but the right to damages shall not vest and 
the damages shall not be paid until the work which caused the injury has been completed, 
or until the public improvement which has been discontinued has ceased to be open to 
public use, and if the order does not go into effect, or is rescinded or altered, only so 
much of the damages shall be paid as has been actually sustained. 

Section 10. When the real estate of any person has been taken for the public 
use or has been damaged by the construction, maintenance, operation, alteration, repair 
or discontinuance of a public improvement or has been entered for a public purpose, but 
such taking, entry or damage was not effected by or in accordance with a formal vote or ~ 
order of the board of offi¢ers of a body politic or corporate duly authorized by law, or 
when the personal property of any person has been damaged, seized, destroyed or used 
for a public purpose, and by such taking, damage, entry; seizure, destruction or use he 
has suffered an injury for which he is entitled to compensation, the damages therefor may 
be recovered under this chapter. If the injury was caused by or on behalf of the com- 
monwealth or of a county, city, town or district, the officer or board of officers under 
whose direction or control the injury was caused shall award the damages upon the pe- 
tition of any person entitled thereto. If the injury was caused by a railroad corporation, 
the county commissioners of the county in which the property taken, damaged, entered 
upon, seized, destroyed or used was located, and, if the injury was caused by a private 
corporation other than a railroad, the aldermen of the city or the selectmen of the town 
in which such property was located, shall award the damages upon the petition of any 
person entitled thereto or of the corporation liable therefor. In case of a specific taking, 
entry, seizure or other act causing destruction or damage or depriving the owner of the 
use of his property permanently or for a definite period of time the damages shall be as- 
sessed as of the date of such taking, entry, seizure or other act and the right thereto shall 
vest on such date and a petition for an award of damages therefor under this section may 
be filed within one year thereafter; otherwise damages shall be assessed with respect to 
any parcel of property as of the date when such property was first injuriously affected, 
the right thereto shall vest upon the completion of the public improvement which caused 
the injury, and a petition for an award of damages therefor under this section may be 
filed within one year after such completion. 

Section 11. If a single parcel of land taken or injured by a private corporation lies 
in more than one county or in more than one town, a petition for an award of damages 
under séction seven may be made to the appropriate board of officers of either of such 
counties or of either of such towns. The board of officers to whom petition is first made 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction thereof, and shall award said damages as though the land 
lay entirely in one county, or in one town. If land injured by a public improvement lies 
outside the commonwealth, the petition may be made to the board which would have 
jurisdiction if it lay in the same county, or in the same town, as such public improvement. 

Section 12. The damages for property taken under this chapter shali be fixed at 
the value thereof before the taking, and in case only part of a parcel of land is taken there 
shall be included damages for all injury to the part not taken caused by the taking or 
by the public improvement for which the taking is made; and there shall be deducted 
the benefit accruing to the part not taken unless it was stated in the order of taking that 
betterments were to be assessed. In determining the damages to a parcel of land 
injured when no part of it has been taken, regard shall be had only to such injury as is 
special and peculiar to such parcel, and there shall be deducted the benefit accruing to 
such parcel, unless it was stated in the order of taking, or if there was no taking in the 
order for the establishment, construction, alteration, repair or discontinuance of the ' 
public improvement which caused the injury, that betterments were to be assessed. 

Section 13. If there are trees upon or structures affixed to the land taken which are 
not included in the taking, the owner may remove the same, but the damages shall in- 
clude the value thereof, so far as they enhance the value of the land, and the value thereof 
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for purposes of removal shall be deducted from the damages. If part of a parcel to which 
structures are affixed is taken, the damages shall include the value of all structures upon 
such parcel so far as they enhance the value of the land, deducting therefrom the value 
of all structures or parts thereof left standing on the part not taken, and, if the taking 
did not iriclude the structures, the value for purposes of removal of the structures upon 
the part taken. If the owner of trees upon land taken refuses or neglects to remove 
them within the time specified in the order of taking, he shall be deemed to have re- 
linquished his rights thereto. If the owner of structures upon land taken refuses or ne- 
glects to remove them within the time specified in the order of taking, the officers having 
the direction and control of the public improvement in connection with which the taking 
was made shall sell such structures at public auction, after five days’ notice of such sale, 
and hold the proceeds for the benefit of such owner, and the expense of such sale shall be 
deducted from the owner’s damages; but if such property is of less value than the esti- 
mated expense of such sale no sale need be made. In that case, or if at the sale no person 
bids for such property, the owner thereof shall be held to have relinquished his right 
thereto. If the owner of personal property lying upon land taken refuses or neglects 
to remove it after reasonable notice in writing from the officers having the direction and 
control of the public improvement in connection with which the taking was made, he 
shall be held to have relinquished his right thereto. 

Section 14. A person entitled to an award of his damages under this chapter or 
the body politic or corporate bound to pay the same whether a petition has or has not 
been filed or award made under section six, seven, nine or ten, may petition for the assess- 
ment of such damages to the superior court of the county in which the property taken 
or injured was situated. If a single parcel of land so taken or injured lies in more than 
one county, the petition may be filed in the superior court of either such county, and 
the court in which such petition is first filed shall have exclusive jurisdiction thereof 
and shall assess damages as though the land lay entirely in one county; provided, that if 
a petition for damages has previously been filed under section eleven, the petition to 
the superior court shall be filed in the same county. If the land injured lies outside the 
commonwealth, such petition shall be filed in the superior court of the county in which 
the public improvement which caused the injury is situated. 

Section 15. Any person entitled to file a petition under section fourteen for dam- 
ages arising from the taking of property in the county of Dukes or of Nantucket, or for 
injury thereto, may file such petition in the superior court for the county in which the 
property was situated or in the superior court for the county of Bristol. 

Section 16. A petition for the assessment of damages under section fourteen 
may be filed within one year after the right to such damages has vested; but any person 
whose property has been taken or injured, and who has not received notice under section 
eight or otherwise of the proceedings whereby he is entitled to damages at least sixty 
days before the expiratioy of such year, may file such petition within six months from 
the time when possession of his property has been taken or he has otherwise suffered 
actual injury in his property. 

Section 17. If a person petitions for an award or assessment of his damages within 
the time limited by law, or is a party to such petition by another person, and the petition 
is quashed, abated or otherwise avoided or defeated for any inaccuracy, irregularity or 
matter of form, or if, after verdict for such petitioner or other party, the judgment is 
arrested or reserved on a writ of error, or the proceedings are quashed on certiorari, such 
petitioner or other party may begin such proceedings anew within one year after such 
abatement, reversal or other determination. 

Section 18. If a suit, in which the right of a body politic or corporate to effect a 
particular public improvement or to make a particular taking is drawn in question, is 
brought within the time for filing a petition to the proper tribunal for an award or assess- 
ment of the damages caused by such improvement or taking, or within six months after 
the determination of an earlier suit involving the same question, brought within the 
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time for filing such petition, which failed for want of jurisdiction, defect of form or other 
like cause not decisive of the merits of the controversy, the petition may be filed within 
f six months after the final determination of such suit. 
awe Section 19. If the time for locating or constructing a public improvement by a 
8 private corporation shall be extended by statute, all unsettled claims against the cor- 
A poration for damages to land shall be revived, and the claimants for such damages may 
petition to the proper tribunal within one year after the taking effect of such statute. 
This section shall not apply to cases in which by reason of a defect in the original location 
of a public improvement already constructed, there has been a new location thereof. 
Section 20. If damages may be recovered under this chapter for the taking of or 
injury to property of a person under guardianship or conservatorship or property held 
oc in trust, the guardian, conservator or trustee may petition for and recover, and may re- 
a lease all such damages in like manner as if the land or other property were held in his 
own right. 
Section 21. If a person who is entitled to petition for an award or assessment of 
his damages under this chapter dies without filing such petition within the time limited 
therefor, his executor or administrator may within one year from the date of his ap- 
pointment file such petition in the same manner and with the same effect as if filed by 
the deceased in his lifetime. 
Section 22. A petition brought under section fourteen shall name all parties 
adversely interested known to the petitioner, and process shall issue and service be made 
as in suits in equity. Any defence to the petition not relating to the amount of damages 
must be pleaded within thirty days after the return day of the subpoena; but no answer 
relating solely to the amount of damages shall be filed by any party and no person shall 
be defaulted for failure to enter an appearance. The trial shall be by the court unless 
one of the parties within the time prescribed in actions at law files a notice that he de- 
sires a trial by jury; and the court may appoint an auditor. Interrogatories may be filed 
with the same effect as in actions at law. In case of trial by jury, if either party requests 
it the jury shall view the premises. Judgment shall be entered and execution issue as 
in actions at law; and when the commonwealth is liable for the damages the amount 
found due shall be certified and paid under section three of changer two hundred and 
fifty-eight. 
Section 23. If joint tenants, or tenants in common, or other persons having joint 
or several estates or interests in a single piece of property sustain damages in such prop- 
erty which are recoverable under this chapter, they may join in any petition to recover 
' the damages thereby incurred, or any one or more of them may petition for his or their 
damages, subject to sections twenty-four to thirty-three, inclusive. 
j Section 24. If a tenant for life or for years and the remainderman or reversioner 
sustain damages which are recoverable under this chapter, by the taking of their property 
by eminent domain or by injury thereto under authority of law, or if property so taken 
or injured is encumbered by a contingent remainder, executory devise or power of ap- 
pointment, entire damages shall be assessed without apportionment thereof, and shall 
be paid to, or be recoverable by, any person whom the parties may appoint, and be held 
in trust by him for their benefit according to their respective interests. The trustee 
shall, from the income thereof, pay to the reversioner or remainderman the value of any 
annual rent or other payment which would, but for such damages, have been payable 
by the tenant, and the balance thereof to such tenant during the period for which his 
estate was limited, and upon its termination, he shall pay the principal to the rever- 
sioner or remainderman. 
Section 25. The amount so to be placed in trust shall pervert only the damages 
assessed to the whole property; and any damage special to a separate estate therein, and 
all interest or other earnings which accrue between the taking and the receipt by the 
trustee of the damages to the whole property, shall be awarded in the same proceedings 
separately. 
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Section 26. If a person having an interest in such property is, by reason of legal 
disability, incapable of choosing a trustee, or is unascertained or not in being, or if the 
parties cannot agree upon a choice, the probate court of the county in which the property 
is situated shall, upon application of the board of officers of the body politic or corporate 
whose duty it is to award the damages, or of any person interested or of any other person, 
acting in behalf of such persons, whether in being or not, as may by any possibility be 
or become interested in said property, appoint a trustee, who shall give to the judge of 
probate a bond with such sureties and in such sum as the judge may order, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of his duties. 

Section 27. If there are several parties, who have several estates in the same 
property at the same time, other than the estates and interests for which provision is 
made in section twenty-four, and the property is taken in whole or in part or receives 
injury for which damages are recoverable under this chapter, and one of such parties 
petitions the superior court to ascertain his damages, the other parties may become 
parties to the proceedings under such petition, and the damages of all of them may be 
determined together, in the maaner provided in the three following sections: 

Section 28. Upon such petition, the court may order the petitioner to give notice 
thereof to all the other parties interested, by serving each of them with an attested copy 
of such petition and the order thereon fourteen days before the next return day, in order 
that the other parties may appear and become parties to the proceedings under the 
petition. 

Section 29. If, on such petition, the court or jury find any of the parties entitled 
to damages, there shall first be found and set forth the total amount of damages sustained 
by the owners of such property, estimating the same as an entire estate and as if it were 
the sole property of one owner in fee simple; and such damages shall then be apportioned 
among the several parties who are found to be entitled thereto, in proportion to their 
several interests and to the damages sustained by them, respectively, and such appor- 
tionment shall be set forth in the finding or verdict; and if it is found that any party has 
not sustained damage, it shall be set forth in the finding or verdict that he is awarded no 
damages. The finding or verdict shall be conclusive upon all parties interested who 
have become parties to the petition. 

Section 30. If it appears in any proceedings under the seven preceding sections 
that an interest in such property is unrepresented by reason of a contingency or other 
cause by which the owner thereof is unknown or cannot then be ascertained, or because 
of the disability of such owner, a guardian ad litem to represent such interest may be 
appointed by the tribunal in which such proceedings are pending; or the judge of probate 
for the county in which such proceedings are pending may, upon petition of any party in’ 
interest, after such notice as he may order to all persons who, or whose issue unborn may 
be or may become interested in such apportionment, appoint a trustee, who, upon giving 
such bond as the judge of probate requires, shall represent such interest, and shall re- 
ceive, manage and invest any money receivable on account thereof, for the benefit of 
the parties entitled thereto, and shall pay the principal and interest thereof to such 
parties when entitled thereto. Such guardian ad litem or trustee shall be allowed such 
costs, including counsel fees, as may be ordered by the court in which such proceedings 
are finally determined, to be paid from the damages apportioned to the interest which he 
represents. 

Section 31. The tenant in possession of property which is encumbered by a con- 
tingent remainder, executory devise or power of appointment may, subject to section 
sixteen, petition the superior court for the assessment of damages; and if he fails so to 
petition within the first six months of the year allowed by said section, a trustee under 
section twenty-four or section twenty-six may within the remaining six months thereof 
petition therefor. 

Section 32. If property which is taken in whole or in part by eminent domain or 
receives injury, for which damages are recoverable under tit chapter, is mortgaged, 
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? 
both the mortgagor and the mortgagee, in addition to their rights under the mortgage 
shall have the same powers, rights and privileges, and be subject to the same liabilities 
and duties, as are provided in this chapter for owners of property so taken or injured, 
and all petitions for the award or assessment of such damages shall state all mortgages 
which are known by the petitioner to exist upon the property. Mortgagors and mort- 
gagees May join in any such petition, or become parties to any proceedings for the award 
or assessment of damages under this chapter, and, if the petition is filed by a mort- 
gagor or mortgagee of property taken or injured, the tribunal to which it is presented 
shall order the petitioner to give notice thereof to all other mortgagors or mortgagees 
of the same property by serving on each of them, fourteen days at least before the time 
of hearing, an attested copy thereof and of the order thereon, that they may become 
parties to the proceedings. 

Section 33. If mortgagors or mortgagees begin or become parties to such pro- 
ceedings, entire damages shall, upon final judgment, be assessed for the property taken, 
and such portion thereof as is equal to the amount then unpaid thereon shall be ordered 
to be paid to every mortgagee who is a party, in the order of his mortgage, and the re- 
mainder to the mortgagor; and separate judgment shall be entered accordingly for each 
mortgagee, who shall hold his judgment in trust, first, with any proceeds realized thereon 
to satisfy his mortgage debt, and, after such debt is in any way satisfied, to assign the 
judgment or pay over any remainder of the proceeds to the mortgagor or other person 
entitled thereto. 

Section 34. Upon the filing of a petition under section fourteen by or against the — 
commonwealth or a county, city, town or district, the court shall, at the request of any 
party to the proceeding, advance the same so that it may be heard and determined with 
as little delay as possible. 

Section 35. The valuation made by the assessors of a town for the purposes of tax- 
ation for the three years next preceding the date of the taking of or injury to real estate 
by the commonwealth or by a county, city, town or district under authority of law may, 
in proceedings, brought under section fourteen to recover the damages to such real 
estate, the whole or part of which is so taken or injured, be introduced as evidence of the 
fair market value of the real estate by any party to the suit; provided, however, that 
if the valuation of any one year is so introduced, the valuations of all three years shall be 
introduced in evidence. 

Section 36. No petition brought under section fourteen shall be discontinued 
except by leave of court or by agreement of all the parties thereto; and any party thereto 
may prosecute the same. 

Section 37. Damages under this chapter shall bear interest at the rate of four per 
cent per annum from the date as of which they are assessed until paid, except as herein 
otherwise provided; but an award shall not bear interest after it is payable unless the 
body politic or corporate liable therefor fails upon demand to pay the same to the person 
entitled thereto. i 

Section 38. In all proceedings before county commissioners under this chapter, 
section eighteen of chapter thirty-four shall be applicable. In all proceedings brought 
under section fourteen, if a petition is filed after an award of damages has been made and — 
the damages are increased, or if no award has been made and the petitioner is found to 
be entitled to damages, he shall recover costs, which shall be taxed as in actions at law; 
otherwise he shall pay costs. 

Section 39. Whenever damages may be recovered under this chapter, the body 
politic or corporate liable for such damages may after the right to such damages has 
become vested effect such settlement of the damages with the person entitled thereto 
as it may deem to be for its best interests, and it may as one of the terms of the settle- 
ment of a claim for damages growing out of the proceedings in respect of which better- 
ments have been or are to be assessed agree in writing with the owner of the land assessed 
to assume such betterments. Such body politic or corporate may after the right to such 
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damages has become vested offer in writing to pay to the person entitled to receive the 
same the amount which it is willing to pay in settlement thereof, with interest thereon, ~ 
together with taxable costs if a petition for the assessment of such damages is pending. 
If an award of damages has previously been made, the offer shall not be of a less amount 
than such award. Acceptance thereof may be either in full satisfaction of all damages 
so sustained, or as a payment pro tanto without prejudice to any right to have the re- 
mainder thereof assessed by the appropriate tribunal. After notice of such offer, made 
as aforesaid, or payment of the amount thereof, no interest shall be recovered, except 
upon such amount of damages as shall, upon final adjudication, be in excess of the 
amount of said offer; provided, that all taxable costs accruing subsequently to said offer 
shall be recoverable by the petitioner in all cases, except as provided in section thirty- 
eight. 

Section 40. Before a taking is made or injury inflicted by a private corporation 
for which damages may be recovered under this chapter, such corporation shall give to 
the board of officers by whom such damages are to be awarded security to their satis- 
faction for the payment of all damages and costs which may be awarded by them or by 
the court for the land or other property taken or injured; and if, upon petition of the 
owner and notice to the adverse party, any security taken appears to them to have 
become insufficient, they shall require the corporation to give further security to their 
satisfaction. If the corporation fails to comply with this section any person entitled 
to such damages may treat the taking of his property or the proceedings by which the 
right to inflict injury thereon was acquired as void and any interference by such corpora- 
tion with the use and enjoyment of his property as unlawful. 

Section 41. If no petition under section fourteen is filed within the time limited, 
the award of damages shall be final and the amount thereof shall be paid upon demand, 
and if not so paid may be recovered in an action of contract. 

Section 42. If a private corporation has erected or laid poles, wires, pipes, rails 
or other structures in a public way, for the construction, operation or maintenance of 
which damages may be recovered from such corporation under this chapter by the owners 
of any interest in land abutting upon such way, and such corporation does not pay such 
damages to an owner of any such interest after they have been finally determined and 
within thirty days after demand the mayor of the city or the selectmen of the town in 
which such structures are located may, upon request of such owner, remove all the 
structures of such corporation from that portion of the public way upon which the land 
in which such person has an interest abuts, first leaving a written statement at the 
office of such corporation in such city or town of the time when and place from which 
they intend to remove such structures, not-less than forty-eight hours prior to such 
removal. If such corporation has no office in such town, such notice shall be deposited 
in the post office, postage prepaid, and directed to such corporation at its principal office 
in the commonwealth. The town so removing any such structures may recover the 
expense therecf of-such corporation. This section shall not prevent such owner from 
collecting the damages assessed. 4 

Section 43. When any easement or other right less than the fee which has been 
taken by eminent domain has been abandoned in accordance with law before the dam- 
ages accruing from such taking have been finally determined, the fact of such abandon- 
ment may be considered in reduction of damages in any proceedings under this chapter 
for the award or assessment thereof. 

Section 44. If the agents of the United States and the persons owning or interested 
in any property which is required for any purposes for which the United States is author- 
ized to take property by eminent domain cannot agree upon the price to be paid for the 
interest of such persons therein, the United States may file a petition in the superior court 
for the county in which such property lies, praying for the condemnation of such property. 
Such petition shall contain a description of the property to which it relates, sufficiently 
accurate for identification, and a statement of the purpose for which it is sought to be 
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taken. If the court, after notice to all parties interested, finds that the United States 
has the right to take such property by eminent domain, it shall determine the value 
thereof in accordance with this chapter, so far as it is applicable. If such value with 
costs and reasonable expenses to be taxed by the court is, within thirty days after final 
determination thereof, paid or tendered to said owners or parties interested, or in case 
of their neglect or refusal to receive the same, if it is paid to the commonwealth for 
their use and subject to their order, a decree of condemnation shall be entered by the 
court, and, if the property taken consists of real estate, a copy of the decree shall be re- 
corded in the registry of deeds of every county or district in which said property or any 
of it lies, and the fee of said property shall thereupon vest in the United States. 

Section 45. No real estate shall be taken for public use by the formal vote or order 
of any board of officers except under this chapter, and no damages shall be assessed for 
the taking or seizure of property for a public purpose @ for injury thereto by authority 
of law, except under this chapter, notwithstanding any general or special act hitherto 
enacted; provided, that nothing contained in this chapter shall be construed as amend- 
ing or in any way affecting chapter two hundred and fifty-three. 
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MASSACHUSETTS 
GENERAL “ HEALTH” LAWS RELATING TO WATER SUPPLY. 


Note — The following words as used in Chapter 111, unless a different meaning is 
required by the context or is specifically prescribed, have the following meanings: 

“‘ Board of health ” includes the board or officer having like powers and duties in 
towns where there is no board of health. 

‘Commissioner,’ the commissioner of public health. 

“Council,” the public health council of the department of public health. 

** Department,” the department of public health. 


Powers and Duties of Department of Public Health. 

Chap. 111, Sect. 5. ‘The department shall take cognizance of the interests of 
health and life among the citizens of the commonwealth, make sanitary investigations 
and inquiries relative to the causes of disease, and especially of epidemics, the sources 
of mortality and the effects of localities, employments, conditions and circumstances 
on the public health, and relative to the sale of drugs and food and adulterations there- 
of; and shall gather such information relating thereto as it considers proper for diffusion 
among the people. It shall advise the government concerning the location and other 
sanitary condition of any public institution; and shall have oversight of inland waters, 
sources of water supply and vaccine institutions; and may, for the use of the people of 
the commonwealth, produce and distribute antitoxin and vaccine lymph and such 
specific material for protective inoculation, diagnosis or treatment against typhoid fever 
and other diseases as said Department may from time to time deem it advisable to pro- 
duce and distribute. It shall annually examine all main outlets of sewers and drainage 
of towns of the commonwealth, and the effect of sewage disposal.” 


Water Supply and Sewage Disposal. 


Chap. 111, Sect. 17. ‘‘ The Department shall consult with and advise the officers 
of towns and persons having or about to have systems of water supply, drainage or 
sewerage as to the most appropriate source of water supply and the best method of dis- 
posing of their drainage or sewage with reference to the existing and future needs of 
other towns or persons which may be affected thereby. It shall also consult with and 
advise persons engaged or intending to engage in any manufacturing or other business 
whose drainage or sewage may tend to pollute any inland water as to the best method 
of preventing such pollution, and it may conduct experiments to determine the best 
methods of the purification or disposal of drainage or sewage. No person shall be re- 
quired to bear the expense of such consultation, advice or experiments. Towns and 
persons shall submit to said department for its advice their proposed system of water 
supply or of the disposal of drainage or sewage, and all petitions to the general court for 
authority to introduce a system of water supply, drainage or sewerage shall be accom- 
panied by a copy of the recommendation and advice of said department thereon. In 
this section the term ‘ drainage’ means rainfall, surface and subsoil water only, and 
‘ sewage ’ means domestic and manufacturing filth and refuse.” 


Report and Recommendations. 

Chap. 111, Sect. 23. ‘‘ The commissioner shall make an annual report, including the 
results of the examination of main outlets of sewers and drainage of towns and the ef- 
fect of sewage disposal, with such recommendations for the preservation of the interest 
of persons and property and for the prevention of offensive odors and objectionable 
conditions as he considers expedient, together with recommendations for the prevention 
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of the pollution of waters used for ice or water supply and for the removal of polluting 
substances, in order to protect and develop the rights and property of the common- 
wealth therein and protect public health; and he may recommend any legislation or plans 
for systems of main sewers necessary for the preservation of the public health and for 
the purification and prevention of pollution of ponds, streams and inland waters of the 
commonwealth. The commissioner shall include in his annual report the number of 
prosecutions by the department under chapter ninety-four and an itemized account of 
the money expended by it in enforcing said chapter.” 


Chap. 111, Sect. 24. “The said department may publish for general distribution 
such parts of its annual report and such other matter as it may deem adapted to promote 
the interests of the public health in the commonwealth; provided, that the expense of 
such publication is paid out of the appropriation for the general expenses of the depart- 
ment and does not exceed in any one year the sum of five hundred dollars. The de- 
partment may also publish for distribution among the boards of health throughout the 
commonwealth, not oftener than once in three years, a manual of the laws relating to 
boards of health in the commonwealth, together with such information upon the same 
subject as it may deem expedient. The cost of such publications shall not exceed one 
thousand dollars for each edition, and shall be ise out of the appropriation for general 
expenses of the department.” 


Supervision of Water Supplies. 

Chap. 111, Sect. 159. ‘“‘ The department shall have the general oversight and care of 
all inland waters and of all streams and ponds used by any city, town, water supply or 
fire district or public institution or by any water or ice company in the commonwealth 
as sources of ice or water supply and of all springs, streams and watercourses tributary 
thereto. It shall be provided with maps, plans and documents suitable for such pur- 
poses, and shall keep records of all its transactions relative thereto. It shall give notice 
to the attorney general of any violation of law relative to the pollution of water supplies 
and inland waters.” 


Rules and Regulations. 

Chap. 111, Sect. 160. ‘‘ The department may cause examinations of such waters to 
be made to ascertain their purity and fitness for domestic use, or the possibility of their 
impairing the interests of the public or of persons lawfully using them or of imperilling 
the public health. It may make rules and regulations to prevent the pollution and to 
secure the sanitary protection of all such waters as are used as sources of water supply. 
Said board may delegate the granting and withholding of any permit required by such 
rules and regulations to state departments, boards and commissions and to selectmen in 
towns, and to boards of health, water boards and water commissioners in cities and 
towns to be exercised by such selectmen, departments, boards and commissions, subject 
to such recommendations and direction as shall be given from time to time by the de- 
partment; and upon complaint of any person interested, the department shall investi- 
gate the granting or withholding of any such permit, and make such orders relative 
thereto as it may deem necessary for the protection of the public health. Whoever vio- 
lates any such orders, rules or regulations shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars, to the use of the commonwealth, or by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or both.” 


Chap. 111, Sect. 161. “‘ The publication of an order, rule or regulation made by the 
department under the preceding or the following section in a newspaper of the town 
where such order, rule or regulation is to take effect, or, if no newspaper is published in 
such town, the posting of a copy of such order, rule or regulation in a public place therein 
shall be legal notice to all persons; and an affidavit of such publication or posting by the 
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person causing such notice to be published or posted, filed and recorded, with a copy of 
the notice, in the office of the town clerk, shall be admitted as evidence of the time when 
and the place and manner in which the notice was given.” 


Chap. 92, Sect. 17. ‘‘ The department of public health shall make rules and regula- 
tions for the sanitary protection of such waters used by the commission* for the water 
supply of any town or water company aforesaid. The effect of publishing or posting any 
such order, rule or regulation made either by the commission or the department shall 
be governed by section one hundred and sixty-one of chapter one hundred and eleven.” 


Removal of Causes of Pollution. 


Chap. 111, Sect. 162. ‘‘ Upon petition to the department by the mayor of a city or 
the selectmen of a town, the managing board or officer of any public institution, or by a 
board of water commissioners, or the president of a water or ice company, stating that 
manure, excrement, garbage, sewage or any other matter pollutes or tends to pollute 
the waters of any stream, pond, spring or water course used by such city, town, institu- 
tion or company as a source of water supply, the department shall appoint a time and 
place within the county where the nuisance or pollution is alleged to exist for a hearing, 
and after notice thereof to parties interested and a hearing, if in its judgment the public 
- health so requires, shall, by an order served upon the party causing or permitting such 
pollution, prohibit the deposit, keeping or discharge of any such cause of pollution, and 
shall order him to desist therefrom and to remove any such cause of pollution; but the 
department shall not prohibit the cultivation and use of the soil in the ordinary methods 
of agriculture if no human excrement is used thereon. The department shall not prohibit 
the use of any structure in existence on June eleventh, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, upon a complaint made by a board of water commissioners of any town or by any 
water or ice company unless such board of water commissioners or company files with the 
department a vote of its city council, selectmen or company that such town or company 
will at its own expense make such changes in said structure or its location as said de- 
partment shall deem expedient. Such vote shall be binding on such town or company. 
All damages caused by such changes shall be paid by such town or company; and if the 
parties cannot agree thereon, the damages may be recovered under chapter seventy- 
nine. Whoever violates such an order shall be punished by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars, to the use of the commonwealth, or by imprisonment for not more than 
one year, or both.” 


Chap. 111, Sect. 163. ‘‘ Whoever is aggrieved by an order made under the preceding 
section may appeal therefrom as provided in section one hundred and forty-seven; but 
such notice as the court shall order shall also be given to the board of water commis- 
sioners and mayor, or chairman of the selectmen, or president or other officer of the water 
or ice company interested in such order. While the appeal is pending the order of the 
department shall be complied with unless otherwise authorized by it.” 


Enforcement of Law. 


Chap. 111, Sect. 164. “‘ The supreme judicial or superior court, upon the application 
of the department or of any party interested, may enforce the orders, rules and regula- 
tions of said department, and restrain the use or occupation of the premises or such 
portion thereof as said department may specify on which the material is deposited or 
kept, or such other cause of pollution exists, until the orders, rules and regulations of 
the department have been complied with.” 


Chap. 111, Sect. 165. ‘‘ The agents and servants of the department may enter any 
building, structure or premises to ascertain whether sources of pollution or danger to 
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the water supply there exist, and whether the rules, regulations and orders aforesaid are 
obeyed. Their compensation for services rendered in connection with proceedings 
under section one hundred and sixty-two shall be fixed by the department, and shall in 
the first instance be paid by the commonwealth; but the whole amount so paid shall, at 
the end of each year, be justly and equitably apportioned by the commissioner of cor- 
porations and taxation between such towns or companies as, during said year, have in- 
stituted said proceedings, and may be recovered in an action by the state treasurer, with 
interest from the date of demand.” 


Chap. 111, Sect. 166. ‘‘ The seven preceding sections”’ (sections 159 to 165, inclusive) 
‘‘ shall not apply to the Connecticut river. The four preceding sections ’’ (sections 162 
to 165, inclusive) ‘‘ and so much of sections one hundred and fifty-nine to one hundred 
and sixty-one, inclusive, as refers to domestic water supplies shall not apply to the 
Merrimac river, or to so much of the Concord river as lies within the limits of Lowell, 
or to springs, streams, ponds or water courses over which the metropolitan district 
commission has control.” 


Protection of Water Supply. 


Chap. 111, Sect. 167. “ No sewage, drainage, refuse or polluting matter, of such 
kind and amount as either by itself or in connection with other matter will corrupt or 
impair the quality of the water of any pond or stream used as a source of ice or water 
supply by a town, public institution or water company for domestic use, or render it 
injurious to health, and no human excrement, shall be discharged into any such stream or 
pond, or upon their banks if any filter basin so used is there situated, or into any feeders 
of such pond or stream within twenty miles above the point where such supply is taken.” 


Chap. 111, Sect. 168. ‘‘ The preceding section shall not destroy or impair rights 
acquired by legislative grant prior to July first, eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, 
or destroy or impair prescriptive rights of drainage or discharge to the extent to which 
they lawfully existed on that date; nor shall it be applicable to the Merrimac or Con- 
necticut rivers, or to so much of the Concord river as lies within the limits of Lowell.” 


Chap. 111, Sect. 169. ‘‘ The supreme judicial or superior court, upon application of 
the mayor of a city, the selectmen of a town, the managing board or officer of a public 
institution, or a water or ice company which is interested, may enjoin the violation of 
section one hundred and sixty-seven.” 


Wilful and Malicious Pollution. 


Chap. 111, Sect. 170. “‘ Whoever wilfully and maliciously defiles or corrupis any 
spring or other source of water, or reservoir, or destroys or injures any pipe, conductor 
of water or other property: pertaining to an aqueduct, or aids or abets in any such tres- 
pass, shall be punished by a fine not more than one thousand dollars or by imprisonment 
for not more than one year.” 


Chap. 111, Sect. 171. ‘‘ Whoever wilfully deposits excrement or foul or decaying 
matter in water used for domestic water supply, or upon the shore thereof within five 
rods of the water, shall be punished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one month. A police officer or constable of a town where 
such water is wholly or partly situated, acting within the limits of his town, and any 
executive officer or agent of a water board, board of water commissioners, public insti- 
tution or water company furnishing water or ice for domestic purposes, acting upon the 
premises of such board, institution or company and not more than five rods from the 
water, may without a warrant arrest any person found in the act of violating this sec- 
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tion, and detain him until a complaint can be made against him therefor. But this 
section shail not interfere with the sewage of a town or public institution, or prevent 
the enrichment of land for agricultural purposes by the owner or occupant thereof.” 


Bathing in Sources of Water Supply. 


Chap. 111, Sect. 172. ‘ Whoever bathes in a pond, stream or reservoir the water of 
which is used for domestic water supply for a town shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than ten dollars.” 


Chap. 111, Sect. 173. ‘‘ Any police officer or constable of a town where any pond, 
stream or reservoir used for domestic water supply is wholly or partly situated, acting 
within the limits of his town, and any executive officer of a water board, board of water 
commissioners, public institution or water company, furnishing water for domestic 
purposes, or agent of such water board, board of water commissioners, public institu- 
tion or water company, duly authorized in writing by such board, institution or com- 
pany, acting upon the premises of such board, institution or company and not more than 
five rods from the water for such supply. may, without a warrant, arrest any person 
found in the act of bathing in a pond, stream or reservoir the water of which is used for 
the purpose aforesaid, and detain him in some convenient place until a complaint can 
be made against him therefor.” 


Driving on Ice of a Source of Water Supply. 


Chap. 111, Sect. 174. “‘ Whoever, not being engaged in cutting or harvesting ice, or 
in hauling logs, wood or lumber, drives any animal on the ice of a pond or stream used 
for domestic water supply for a town shall be punished by a fine of not more than fifty 
dollars or by imprisonment for not more than one month.” 


Towns May Purchase Water Supply. 


Chap. 40, Sect. 38. “‘ A town, by the action of its selectmen, ratified by a majority 
of its voters present and voting thereon at a town meeting at which the voting list shall 
be used, or a city, by two thirds vote of its city council, ratified by a majority of the 
voters thereof at an election called therefor, may, for the purpose of supplying water to 
its inhabitants, purchase of any municipal or other corporation the right to take water 
from its sources of supply or from its pipes; or may purchase its whole water rights, es- 
tates, franchises and privileges, and thereby become entitled to all its rights and privi- 
leges and subject to all its duties and liabilities; or may contract therewith for a supply of 
water. All purchase money received under this section by a town owing a water debt 
shall be applied to the payment thereof.” 


Chap. 40, Sect. 39. ‘“ If the water is conveyed through another town, pipes may be 
laid through any public ways therein which the board of aldermen or selectmen thereof 
may designate; and the town laying such pipes shall be liable for damages caused there- 
by.” 

Emergency Taking of Water Supply. 


Chap. 40, Sect. 40. “‘ The metropolitan district commission in cities or towns using 
the metropolitan water supply, the city council in other cities, or the selectmen or water 
commissioners in other towns having a system of water supply, may, in cases of emer- 
gency, take by eminent domain under chapter seventy-nine the right to draw water from 
any stream, pond or reservoir not already appropriated to uses of a municipal water 
supply, or may purchase water from any city, town or water company for a period of not 
more than six months in any year, in quantities necessary to relieve the emergency; but 
no such taking or purchase shall be made until after the department of public health 
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has approved the water as a proper source of water supply, and the selectmen or water 
commissioners of towns shall not make such taking or purchase unless they have first 
been so authorized by a vote of the inhabitants at a town meeting. They may also 
take by eminent domain under chapter seventy-nine the right to use any land for the 
time necessary to use such water. The vote of a city council or of the inhabitants of a 
town or of the metropolitan district commission to make or authorize such taking or 
purchase shall be conclusive evidence of the existence of the emergency.” 


Acquisition of Property for Protection of Water Supply. 


Chap. 40, Sect. 41. ‘‘ Towns and water supply and fire districts duly established by 
law may, with the consent and approval of the department of public health, given after 
due notice and a hearing, take by eminent domain under chapter seventy-nine, or ac- 
quire by purchase or otherwise, and hold, lands, buildings, rights of way and easements 
within the watershed of any pond, stream, reservoir, well or other water used by them as 
a source of water supply, which said department may deem necessary to protect and 
preserve the purity of the water supply. All lands taken, purchased or otherwise ac- 
quired under this section shall be under the control of the board of water commissioners 
of the town or district acquiring the same, who shall manage and improve them in such 
manner as they shall deem for the best interest of the town or district. All damages to 
be paid by a town or district by reason of any act done under authority hereof may be 
paid out of the proceeds of the sale of any bonds authorized by law to be isued by such 
town or district for water supply purposes or from any surplus income of the water 
works available therefor. A town may also make a contract to contribute to the cost 
of building, by any other town situated in the watershed of its water supply, a sewer or 
system of sewers to aid in protecting such water supply from pollution.” 


Laying of Pipes. 

Chap. 40, Sect. 42. ‘ The board of aldermen or the selectmen may, upon terms and 
conditions prescribed by them, authorize the laying of pipes and conduits for the con- 
veyance of water under any public way in their town; provided, that this section shall 
not authorize any person to supply water to any other person in any town where munici- 
pal water works are established except with the consent of the board or authority having 
charge of such water works therein.” 


Ordinances, By-Laws and Regulations may be made by Towns. 


Chap. 40, Sect. 21, Par. 7. For regulating throughout the town or within a limited 
portion thereof, by any designated board or commission, the inspection, materials, con- 
struction alteration, or use of pipes and fixtures through which water is supplied by 
public water works; and to prohibit the use of such water by persons neglecting or re- 
fusing to comply with such by-laws. 


Chap. 40, Sect. 21, Par. 8. For regulating, under a penalty not exceeding fifty 
dollars for each offence; the use of reservoirs connected with its water supply and land 
and driveways appurtenant thereto. 


Planning Boards. 


Chap. 41, Sect. 70. “‘ Every city and every town having a population of more than 
ten thousand at the last preceding national or state census shall, and towns having a 
population of less than ten thousand may, create a planning board, which shall make 
careful studies of the resources, possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with 
respect to conditions injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented 
dwellings, and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special refer- 
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ence to proper housing of its inhabitants. In cities the said board shall be appointed 
by the mayor, subject to confirmation by the council and in towns shall be elected at 
the annual town meeting.” 


Chap. 41, Sect.71. “ Every planning board shall make a report annually to the city 
council or to the annual town meeting, giving information regarding the condition of the 
town and any plans or proposals for its development and estimates of the cost thereof. 
Every such planning board shall file with the department of public welfare a copy of each 
report made by it.” 


Chap. 41, Sect. 72. ‘ Cities and towns may make ordinances and by-laws for carry- 
ing out the purposes of section seventy, and they may appropriate money therefor. 
The planning board of a town may be authorized by vote of the town to act as park 
commissioners therein, and may be vested with all the powers and duties of park com- 
missioners in towns.” . 


Boards of Survey. 


Chap. 41, Sect. 73. “In cities which accept this section by vote of the city council 
or have accepted corresponding provisions of earlier laws, the mayor, with the approval 
of the city council, may in January in any year appoint three inhabitants thereof to be 
a board of survey. Of the members first appointed one shall serve for one year, one for 
two years, and one for three years from the first day of the following February, and 
thereafter, in January of each year, one member of said board shall be appointed to serve 
for three years from the first day of Feburary after his appointment, or until his suc- 
cessor is qualified. Ifa vacancy occurs a member shall be appointed in the manner pro- 
vided herein to serve for the remainder of the term. The city engineer shall act as 
clerk of the board. The compensation of the members of the board shall be fixed by 
the city council. In towns which accept this section or have accepted corresponding 
provisions of earlier laws, the selectmen shall constitute a board of survey.” 


Chap. 41, Sect. 74. ‘‘ After the establishment of a board of survey no person shall 
open a private way for public use without first submitting to said board suitable plans 
thereof in accordance with such rules and regulations as the board may prescribe. In 
cities such plans shall be so prepared as to show the profiles of such way and the method 
of drainage of the adjacent or contiguous territory. Upon the receipt of said plans, 
with a petition for their approval, the board shall give a public hearing thereon, after 
giving notice of the same by publication once in each of two successive weeks in a news- 
paper published in the city or town, the last publication to be at least two days before 
the hearing; and after the hearing, the board may alter such plans, and may determine 
where such ways shall be located and the width and grades thereof, and shall indicate 
any modifications on said plans. The plans as approved or modified by the board shall 
then be signed by the board, and in cities shall be filed in the office of the city engineer, 
and in towns in the office of the town clerk; and the officer with whom they are filed 
shall attest thereon the date of filing; and thereafter no way in the territory to which the 
plans relate shall be laid out or constructed except in accordance therewith, or with 
further plans subsequently approved by the board.” 


Chap. 41, Sect. 75. “‘ The board of survey may, and in cities, upon the vote of the 
planning board and the city council, shall, from time to time cause plans to be made of 
such territory or sections of lands in the city or town as the board of survey or the plan- 
ning board may deem necessary, showing thereon the location of such ways, whether 
already laid out or not, as, in the opinion of the board, the interest of the public may 
or will require in such territory, showing clearly the direction, width and grades of each 
way, and in cities a plan of drainage, and said board may incur such expenses as it may 
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deem necessary therefor, not exceeding the amount appropriated for the purpose. In 
cities such plans shall be prepared by the city engineer, under the direction of the board. 
Before causing such plans to be made, the board shall give a public hearing thereon, 
which shall be advertised in the manner prescribed in the preceding section, and shall, 
after thé making of any such plan, give a hearing thereon, advertisedrin like manner, and 
keep the plan open to public inspection for one month after the fizst advertisement of 
the hearing. After the hearing, and after any alterations deemed necessary by said 
board have been made, the same shall be approved, signed, marked, filed and attested 
as provided in respect to the plans mentioned in the preceding section.” 


Chap. 41, Sect. 76. “In cities the board of survey may from time to time make 
new plans in place of plans filed in accordance with the two preceding sections, or make 
changes on plans so filed; provided, that any action involving new plans or changes in 
plans already duly attested and filed shall be made only after the notice and hearing, 
and in all other respects in the manner specified in section seventy-four; and the last 
plan so made, or the plan with the changes last made thereon and duly attested and 
filed, shall be the plan governing the future development of the territory affected.” 


Chap. 41, Sect. 77. ‘‘ The powers of the city council or of the selectmen in regard 
to highways shall not be abridged by sections seventy-three to eighty-one, inclusive, in 
any manner, except as provided herein, and the powers conferred by said sections shall 
be in addition to other powers possessed by cities and towns. No public way shown on 
any plan filed as aforesaid shall hereafter be laid out, located anew, altered or widened, 
and no such way, whether already or hereafter laid out, shall be constructed by any 
public authority except in accordance with the plan duly attested and recorded under 
said sections. If any person shall open for public travel any private way the location, 
direction, width, grades and plan of drainage of which have not previously been approved 
in writing by the board of survey in the manner provided in said sections, neither the city 
or town nor other public authority shall place any public sewer, drain, water pipe or light 
in, or do any public construction work of any kind, or make repairs, on such private 
way; provided, that this section shall not prevent the laying of a trunk sewer, drain, 
water or gas main if required by engineering necessities for the accommodation of other 


territory.” 


Chap. 41, Sect. 78. ‘‘ No register of deeds shall record any plan showing thereon pro- 
posed ways in any town having a board of survey, unless there is endorsed thereon a 
certificate of said board, or other proper officer by it designated, that all laws applicable 
to such plan have been complied with. The clerk of each town shall notify the register 
of deeds of the district where such town is situated of the acceptance by such town of 
section seventy-three or corresponding provisions of earlier laws, or of any special act 
establishing a board of survey therein, and also the name of the officer designated by 


said board to approve plans hereunder.” 


Chap. 41, Sect. 79. ‘‘ Boards of survey, their officers and agents may, so far as they 
deem it necessary in carrying out sections seventy-three to eighty-one, inclusive, enter 
upon any lands and there make examinations and sutveys, and place and maintain 


monuments and marks.”’ 


Chap. 41, Sect. 80. ‘“‘ A town which accepts section seventy-three or has accepted 
corresponding provisions of earlier laws or has accepted any special act authorizing the 
creation of a board of survey therein may establish, in the manner provided for the 
laying out of town ways, the exterior lines of any way, the plan of which is approved 
under section seventy-four or seventy-five or under such special act; and thereafter no 
structure, shall be erected or maintained between the exterior lines of the way so es- 
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tablished, except that buildings or parts of buildings existing at the time of the establish- , 
ment of said lines may remain and be maintained to such extent and under such condi- 
tions as may be prescribed by the board of survey of such town. Lines established un- 
der this section may be discontinued in the manner provided for the discontinuance 
of a highway. or a town way. This section shall not apply to cities.”’ 


Chap. 41, Sect. 81. ‘‘ Sections seventy-three to seventy-nine, inclusive, shall not 
authorize the taking of land nor authorize a town to lay out or construct any way which 
may be indicated on any plan until such way has been laid out as a highway; nor shall 
said sections render a town liable for damages except such as may be sustained under 
section seventy-six by reason of the making and filing of any new plan or by reason 
of changes made in any plan already duly attested and filed, and for such damages as 
may be sustained by reason of the acts of the board of survey, its officers and agents 
under section seventy-nine. Any person injured in his property as aforesaid or by the 
establishment or discontinuance of exterior lines under section eighty may recover the 
damages so caused under chapter seventy-nine.”’ 


Cemeteries, Location of, on Watershed. 


Chap. 114, Sect. 35. ‘‘ No land other than that so used and appropriated on April 
tenth, nineteen hundred and eight, shall be used for the purpose of burial if it be so sit- 
uated that surface water or ground drainage therefrom may enter any stream, pond, reser- 
voir, well, filter gallery or other water used as a source of public water supply, or any 
tributary of a source so used, or any aqueduct or other works used in connection there- 
with, until a plan and description of the lands proposed for such use have been submitted 
to, and approved in writing by the department of public health.”’ 


Industrial Establishments, Water Supply of. 


Chap. 149, Sect. 106. ‘“ All industrial establishments shall provide fresh and pure 
drinking water to which their employees shall have access during working hours. Any 
person owning, in whole or in part, managing, controlling or superintending any indus- 
trial establishment in which this section is violated shall, on the complaint of the local 
board of health, the selectmen of a town or an inspector, be punished by a fine of one 
hundred dollars.”’ 


Chap. 149, Sect. 136. “If it appears to an inspector that any act, neglect or fault 
in relation to any drain, water closet, earth closet, privy, ash pit, water supply, nuisance 
or other matter in any industrial establishment is punishable or remediable under any 
law relative to the preservation of the public health, but not under this chapter, he shall 
give written notice thereof to the board of health of the town where such establishment 
is situated, and such board of health shall thereupon inquire into the subject of the 
notice and enforce the laws relative thereto.” 


WATER AND AQUEDUCT COMPANIES. 


Not Exempt from certain Laws. 


Chap. 165, Sect. 3. “ This chapter shall not affect or impair the powers and duties 
of the department of public health with respect to water supply under chapter one 
hundred and eleven.” 


Assistance from Department of Public Health. 


Chap. 165, Sect. 6. “In all proceedings conducted by the department under the laws 
relating to the petition of any water company for authorization to issue capital stock or 
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_ bonds, and in all matters connected with the determination by the department of any 
question relating thereto and before any such authorization is given, the department of 
public health shall, on request of the department, furnish without charge engineering i 

| 


services and advice for its assistance and guidance in such proceedings.” 


MISCELLANEOUS LAWS. 


Failure to Supply Water, Crime against Public Health. 


Chap. 270, Sect. 13. ‘ A corporation engaged in selling or distributing water, which 
refuses or neglects to furnish or supply water to or for any building or premises for the 
reason that a water bill remains unpaid by a previous owner or occupant of said building i 
or premises shall, unless the person applying for water is in arrears to such corporation 
for water previously furnished to or for any building or premises, be punished by a fine 
of not less than ten nor more than twenty dollars.” 


Poisoning Water Supply. 


Chap. 265, Sect. 28. ‘‘ Whoever mingles poison with food,’ drink or medicine with 
intent to kill or injure another person, or wilfully poisons any spring, well or reservoir 
of water with such intent, shall be punished by imprisonment in the state prison for life 
or for any term of years.” 


Common Drinking Cups. 


Chap. 111, Sect. 8. “In order to prevent the spread of communicable diseases, the 
department may prohibit in hotels and in such public places, vehicles or buildings as it 
may designate the providing of a common drinking cup or a common towel, and may es- 
tablish rules and regulations for this purpose. Whoever violates any such rule or regu- 
lation shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty-five dollars.”’ 

(Note. — At a meeting of the State Board of Health held on July 21, 1910. the follow- 
ing regulations were made concerning the use of the common drinking cup, in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter 428 of the Acts of 1910: — 

On and after Oct. 1, 1910, it shall be unlawful to provide a common drinking cup: — 

(a) In any public park, street or way. 

(b) In any building or premises used as a public institution, hotel, theatre, public 
hall or public school. : 

(ec) In any railroad station, railroad car, steam or ferry boat.) 

(Note. — In accordance with the provisions of the above section, the State Board 
of Health, at a regular meeting held April 4, 1912, voted to make the following regula- 
tions in relation to providing the common towel: — 

On and after June 1, 1912, it shall be unlawful to provide a common towel: — 

(a) Ina lavatory used in connection with any public institution, school house, hotel, 
restaurant, theatre or public hall; 

(b) In a lavatory used in connection with any railroad station, railroad car, steam 
or ferry boat. 

The term ‘ common towel’, as used in these regulations, shall be considered to mean 
a roller towel or a towel available for use by more than one person without being washed 
after such use.)”’ 


Drinking Water on Railroads. 


Chap. 160, Sect. 174. ‘“ Every railroad car, except private cars, sleeping cars, dining 
cars, parlor cars, and the smoking, buffet and observation cars used in connection with 
the same, while in use for the transportation of passengers, upon a train running thirty 
miles or more, shall be provided with a sufficient quantity of pure drinking water in such 
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place in the car as will be convenient for the passengers, and with individual drinking 
cups accessible to the passengers. Said cups shall be in a proper receptacle near the 
water tank, and said receptacle shall be so placed as to be easily seen and shall be plainly 
marked as follows: 
DRINKING CUPS 
FOR USE 
ONLY IN THIS CAR 
FREE 


such words to occupy a space not less than two inches wide by three inches long, and to 
be in clear black letters on a white background. No charge shall be made for the water 
or for the drinking cups. The water and cups supplied shall be subject to the super- 
vision and approval of the department of public health which shall enforce this and the 
following section.”’ 


Chap. 160, Sec. 175. “‘ Violations of the preceding section shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than twenty-five dollars for each trip made by a car used for transporting 
passengers and not provided with water and utensils for its distribution in accordance 
with the preceding section.”

The President, SrEpHEN H. Taytor, in the chair. 

The PresipENT. Gentlemen, we are glad to see so many here — even 
more than we had a month ago. It is always a great pleasure to see a full 
attendance, and I hope we will continue to come and keep our interest in 
the Association, thereby helping the Association to be what it should be, — 
a real, live one. 

Most of us water-works men are perhaps more practical than legal. 
We make up our minds that we want to do a thing and we go ahead and do 
it, and then we go to our city solicitor and ask him to justify our having 
done it by law, if he can. If he cannot, he is supposed to obtain some 
legislation which will justify it. So perhaps it is a good thing today to 
have a legal session and to get posted on what our laws are. Therefore, our 
Program Committee has asked one of the engineers of the State Department 
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of Public Health, who is always ready to help us out of our difficulties when 
we get into them, to come and talk to us today. It is with great pleasure 
that I call upon Mr. Arthur D. Weston, Assistant Engineer of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health, to give us a discussion on public 
health laws relating to water supply systems. 

(Applause.) 

A paper on Public Health Laws Relating to Water Supply was read by 
Arthur D. Weston, Assistant Engineer, Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health. 

The PresipENT. The next paper is one of great importance. Many 
times we have thought we needed more money to finance our operations 
and have found that our ideas sometimes conflicted with those of the men 
at the State House. 

The man that we run across at the State House is with us today to 
tell us where we get off; and it is with great pleasure that I introduce Mr. 
Theodore N. Waddell, Director of Accounts, Massachusetts Department 
of Corporations and Taxation.

The PRESIDENT. Sometimes in obtaining water supplies, or protecting 
our watersheds, we have occasion to refer to Chapter 79 of the General 
Laws, — the law relative to eminent domain. We are fortunate today in 
having here the father or author of Chapter 79; and it is with great pleasure 
that I introduce Mr. Philip Nichols, Attorney, of Boston, who will give us 
a discussion on the taking of private property. 

A paper discussing the Law Governing the Taking of Private Property 
was read by Philip Nichols, Attorney, Boston. 

The PresipENT. I think you will all agree with me, gentlemen, that 
these three papers have been very, very interesting to all of us. These 
pertain to Massachusetts. We hope in the not-far-distant future to have 
another session, compiling laws of other sections of New England, for the 
benefit of those outside of Massachusetts.
